PENSION CLAIMS. 


CORPORATION EMPLOYES’ 
APPEALS. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON, AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

The arguments were concluded in the cases 
of the King (Dillon). v. Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health, and same 
(Murphy) v. same, in which appeals had been 
brought from decisions of the Divisional 
Court refusing the applications made on be- 
half of the appellants to make absolute con- 
ditional orders of mandamus directing that 
‘heir claims should be heard and determined 
hy the Local Government Department. 

In the first of the cases, J. Dillon, a 
messenger labourer, employed by the Dublin 
( rporation, when he was discharged in 1925. 
claimed a pension as the holder of a pen- 
<ionable office, but the Corporation refused 

io entertain his claim. They also refused 
‘she claim in the second similar case made for 
“a pension by Mrs. Murphy, who had been a 
eavetaker in the employment of the Corpora- 
hor, and was removed from her office in 
1925 too. 

The claims had been made under Section 8 

Local Government Act, 1919; and the 

focal Government Board also refused to allow 

claims on the ground that the applicants 

dd not come within the meaning of the 

ection mentioned, the offices which they held 

not being pensionable under the circumstances 
of their employment. 

In support of the appeals it was con- 
ded that the Minister for Local Govern- 
»ent had no jurisdiction to determine or de- 
ide whether the applicants held pensionable 
fice, or not. On behalf of the Local Go- 

nment Board, on the other hand, it was 
»gued. that the Local Government authori- 

. had full power to determine the matter 
yolved, and that their determination was 
apsolutely conclusive. 

Mr. Price, K.C., and Mr. C. S. Campbell 

srted ty Messrs. Roger Greene and 

.ppeared for the appellants; and the 
storney-General, Mr. McCann, K.C., and 
vy, Bewley (instructed by the Chief State 

“licitor) for the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health. 

Mr. McCann, concluding his argument for 
‘ho Minister for Local Government, cited a 
»omber of cases for the purpose of showing 
‘hat. according to the codes connected with 
‘he subject im question, there was a clear 
distinction made between whole-time officers 
od workmen, artisans and servants in the 
employment of municipal corporations or 
vor jaw unions or county councils. 

Replying to the Chief Justice and Mr. 
lustice FitzGibbon, counse! stated that once 
the power was given to the Local Govern- 
ment Board or Department to determine the 
matter in question, the Court could not, in 
the construction of the section, split up that 
power of determination. The Local Govern- 
ment authorities were empowered to deter- 
mine both the right to, and the amount of, 
the pension. ' 

Mr. Bewlev, following on the same side, 
contended that Mr. Price, for the appellants, 
had not shown, as it was his duty to show, 
that the necessary conditions existed which 
would justify the Court in granting a 
mandamus. 

Mr. Frice, replying on behalf of the 
appellants, pointed out that it was the per- 
maneney of the office held by them which 
principally mattered in this case. The 
holder of the office himself might not be en- 
titled to a pension unless he held it for the 
qualifving period specified, but when a 
mat held a permanent pensionable. office, 

was the case here, he could not be re- 
moved from the office without being given 
a reasonable compensation or superannuation 
allowance under the Act of 1919, 

In reply to the Chief Justice, he said 
that the two cases were identical, so far 
as the questions of law were concerned. 

only difference was that J. Dillon held 
office for sixteen years and Mrs. Murphy for 
eighteen and a half years. 

lhe Court reserved judgment.

A DEAD APPELLANT. 


JUDGMENT GIVEN IN HIS 
FAVOUR. 

_ A judgment in favour of an appellant who 
is dead was delivered in the Appeal Court, 
Belfast, yesterday, by Lord Justice Ardrews 
and Lord Justice Best in the case of Eric Hall, 
Downpatrick, District Inspector in the Royal 
Uister (Special) Constabulary, against John 
Wrightman, Magheraleggan, farmer. 

The case originally came before the County 
Court Judge on a civil bill to recover damages 
for injuries caused as the result of the motor 
car of the P+ gann: colliding, on the 24th De- 
cember, 1924, with a heifer, the property of 
the defendant, straying in the highway in 
the townland of Rossconnor. The grounds on 
which proceedings had been brought were 
nuisance and negligence. The County Court 
Judge gave a decree for £45 ard costs. From 
this an appeal was brought by defendant be- 
fore the Lord Chief Justice—then Lord Justice 
Moore—at the County Down Assizes, in Down- 
patrick, and, when his lordship was about 
to affirm the decision of the County Court 
Judge, Mr. M‘Sparran, for the defendant, 
asked for a case stated. 

Lord Justice Moore acceded to this appli- 
cation, and, accordingly, the proceedings came 
before the High Court, the question left to be 
decided being whether or not on the facts 
set out in the decree should be affirmed or 
reversed. 

SCENE OF THE ACCIDENT. 

Lord Justice Andrews, in delivering judg- 
ment, said that the plaintiff, who was an 
officer in the Special Constabulary, left Hills- 
borough on duty at 12.30 a.m. on the 24th 
December, 1924, to motor to Downpatrick. 
There were lights on the car, and the Court 
found that there was no negligence in its driv- 
ing or management. Near Annacloy Cross- 
roads it collided with a dark brown heifer 
which came suddenly out on the road from the 
land of a man named Magee on plaintiff’s 
right. ‘Lhe car was overturned, and the plain- 
tiff sustained Nan. The heifer was the pro- 
perty of the defendant, and was one of a 
bunch of seven, The case found was that defend- 
ant had put the cattle on a field which did not 
adjoir. the public road, that there was a cap 
in the hedge of this field, through which the 
cattle escaped into Magee’s land, which lay 
between the defendant’s field and the road, 
and that Magee s fencés had miariy gaps or 
weak places, 

His lordship proceeded *to state that sub- 
sequent to the hearing before the Lord Chief 
Justice the defendant and appellant died, and 
on the application to continue the proceedings 
the objection was raised that the proceedings 
had abated and could not be revived. 

Having quoted the decisions’ bearing on this 
point, his lordship said that the Legislature 
contemplated the hearing of and an adjudica- 
tion upon every appeal by a judge of assize. 
The suit was not dead because it was abated— 
it was suspended only, and was capable of 
being revived. 

STRAYING ANIMALS. 

Passing to the principal question in the 
case, as to the plaintiff's right to recover 
damages, Lord Justice Andrews said that an 
action such as that grounded on negligence 
and nuisance must be clearly distinguished 
from one brought in trespass. It became 
necessary to consider what constituted negli- 
gence on the part of the owner of straying 
animals. Negligence was a breach of duty, 
and without duty there could be no negligence. 
It was for this reason it had been laid down 
in a series of cases that the owner of land 
adjoining the highway was not guilty of 
negligence by reason of his failure to fence his 
lands in such a manner as to keep his animals 
from straying on the oe. 

In proceeding, his Lordship referred to the 
judgment of the English Court of Appeal in 
the recent case of Heath’s Garage, Limited, 
v. Hedges, when a unanimous court reaffirmed 
the principle that an owner, or occupier, of 
land adjoining an ordinary highway was not 
bound to fence it so as to prevent harmless 
animals like sheep from straying upon the 
highway. 

For the reasons given they must answer the 
uestion submitted to them by saying that the 
Lictbe of the County Court Judge should, in 
their opinion, be reversed and the civil bill 
dismissed with costs and expenses. They 
allowed fifteen guineas costs of the hearing in 
that court. 

Lord Justice Best concurred. 

There was a further case in the County 
Court, in which the plaintiff, John Greer, 
driver of the motor, had been allowed £8 
damages against the same defendant. 

Lord Justice Andrews, when this was men- 
tioned, said that case would be ruled by the 
decision given when it came before the judge 
of assize at Downpatrick.

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CENTRAL CRIMINAL COURT. , 
MURDERED VANMAN 


DEATH SENTENCE ON 
KING’s €0. YOUTH. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN.) 

Sentence of death was passed on Charles 
Molloy, aged twenty-one years, of King’s 

unty, who was found guilty of the murder 
of John Finlay, a van driver, on the high 
road between Ballycomber and Ferbane 
villages, in King's County, on the 12th 
February, 1923. The jury had recommended 
him to mercy. on account of his youth and 
the unsettled state of the country at the date 
of the crime. . 

The prisoner’s brother, Peter Molloy, aged 
nineteen, and Michael Coyne pleaded guilty 
to attempted robbery on the same occasion, 
and a e prosequi was entered by the 
State in a-charge of murder for which they 
were to have si, tried, 
back íor séntence. 

“ COLD-BLOODED MURDER." 

Mr, Carrigan, K.C., who prosecuted for the 
State, Said that there was not @ single ex- 
tenuating circumstance to distihguish the 
case from cold-blooded murder. 

Finlay was a van. driver employed by 
Messrs... Williams; of. Tullamore. It was 
known’ that. he wóuld pass along the road 
with his horse and. van at a certain hour, and 
the accused man, his brother, and Coyne took 
up positions in a deserted stable which com- 
manded a view of the road, and there lay in 
wait for him, their primary object being 
robbery. The accused man had a loaded rifle. 

When Finlay came along with his horse 
and van the three men appeared on the road, 
‘held him up ” and told him to “hand over 
the goods.” The vanman refused, and an 
altercation ensued, during which the accused 
man levelled his rifle at Finlay and shot him 
dead. 

A “GENERAL WRANGLE.” 

John McCormack, a labourer, gave evidence 
of seeing the three men in a disused stable 
on his employer's farm at about one o'clock 
in the afternoon. They told the witness that’ 
they were going to raid a van-car ‘for 
drink,” and he understood that that car was 
Messrs. Williams’s: The witness returned to 
his work, and Idter on he saw the van being 
stopped by the three men. Finlay, who was 
standing on the road beside the van, pushed 
back one of the men, and a general '' wrangle’’ 
took place. A shot was fired, and the witness 
saw Finlay walk towards the car and fall. 
Che three-men-ran away across the bog. 

Patrick Guinan said that he saw four men 
standing around the van. Finlay was pushing 
back the two Molloys and ‘Coyne, when 
Charles Molloy raised a rifle and fired it at 
the vanman. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Gleeson (instructed 
by Mr. J. V. Brady), who a peared for the 
accused men, the witness said that he could 
not say that the four men had “ hold ups ” of 
one another when they were moving around 
the van. 

Dr. O'Hara gave evidence that death was 
due to shock and hemorrhage. He could not 
recollect whether there was any singeing of 
the clothes 

Sergeant O’Riordan, Civic Guards, gave 
evidence that, when arrested and cautioned, 
the accused man stated that on the 12th 
February, 1923, he was at home till about six 
o'clock in the evening. His mother was in 
bed, and there was no other member of the 
family in the house. He went to bed at nine 
o'clock, and had not seen Michael Coyne that 


ay. 
SHOT IN STRUGGLE—THE DEFENCE. 

For the defence, the accused man gave 
evidence, and stated that on the date of the 
murder he met his brother, Peter, and Michael 
Coyne at about 11.30 in the morning. With 
them he went to the disused stable on 
Boland’s farm, and carried a loaded rifle with 
him. The three of them left the stable and 
went on to the road, along which a horse and 
van were proceeding towards them. He put 
up his hand and stopped the driver, asking 
him whether he had any cigarettes in the van. 
The driver replied that he had not, and then 
witness said; ‘‘1 will take your word,” add- 
ing that it was “all right.” The driver 
replied: “‘ Let it be all right.” 

he witness turned round to go away, and 
when he had gone about ten yards the driver 
rushed after him and cought hold of the rifle, 
which he had been carrying in his hand 
“ We struggled,”’ said the witness, “for a 
second or two, and a shot went off. I did not 
level the rifle to shoot Finlay, nor did I fire 
the rifle.” He had no intention whatever of 
shooting the deceased man. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Corrigan, the 
accused man said that, although this was an 
accidental shooting, he took no steps what- 
ever to explain it. He told a lie in the sfate- 
ment which he made to the Civic Guard, be- 
cause he was afraid that the people who went 
to arrest him had no authority to do so, 
although some of them were in uniform. 

Asked why lhe took a loaded rifle with him 
to the disused house to carry out the robbery, 
and what use he intended making of it, he 
said that he took it for his own protection, 
but did not mean to use it. He thought that 
the sight of the rifle would be sufficient for 
the van driver. He had had possession of the 
rifle since the previous night, and it was taken 
from the hedge, where he left it, on the 
following night. 

Peter Molloy was also examined for the 
defence. He stated that he saw the van man 
get down from the car and get into “ holds ” 
with his brother. The two were wrangling or 
fighting, and then a shot went off. The wit- 
ness ran away . 

Mr. Gleeson, addressing the jury, said that 
the case was not as it had been describéd— 
a case of cold-blooded murder. The prisoner 
was nineteen, end his brother sixteen years 
old at the time of the occurrence. He would 
ask the jury to say that the accused man 
did not go out that morning with the in- 
tention of shooting Finlay, and to take the 
view that it’ was in the course of the struggle 
that took place, when they laid hands on one 
another, that the rifle was discharged and 
the unfortunate man met his death. 

LEAVE TO APPEAL REFUSED. 

After an absence of thirty-five minutcs, the 
jury found the prisoner guilty of murder, 
and recommended him to mercy in view ol 
his youth and the 1 ‘settled state of the 
country at the time. 

When asked by the Clerk of the Peace 
whether he had anything to say why sentence 
of death should not be passed on him. 

The prisoner simply answered: “No. . 

The Judge, mir 2” the prisoner, said 
that he had beén found guilty of murder, 
and had been recommenced to mercy by the 
jury, but it was not, his province to deal with 
that recommendation. His Lordship then 
assumed the black cap and s tenced the 
prisoner to death, the execution to take place 
on the 24th February next. 

An application by Mr. Gleeson for leave 
to appeal, on the grounds that the weight 
of evidence was against the verdict, and that 
the issue of smentamaaan. which was raised 
in the defence, was not put to the jury at all, 
was refused.

SHOP ASSISTANT FINED £5.

S. Barrett), for the plaintiff, said that the 
rent of these two flats had been fixed by 
consent, dated 25th November last, to act 
retrospectively from May 4th Jast.- The 
tenants, after the consents were entered in- 
to, refused to pay any rent, alleging that 
they were entitled to spread the arrears over 
a future period.

Senator J. T. O'Farrell (Irish secretary, 
Railway Clerks’ Association), speaking at a 
joint meeting of the Londonderry branches ot 
the Association on Saturday night, said that 
he had it on the most reliable authority that 
Mr. McGilligan (Free State Minister for 
Industry and Commerce) was about to intro- 
duce an amending Railways Bill, the effect 
of which would be to disimprove the com- 
pensation provisions of the Railways Act,

The passing of such a bill would, declared 
Mr. O'Farrell, be a serious interference with 
the normal course of law, would impair the 
prestige of the law courts and would reflect 
upon the administration of justice. The bill, 
if passed, would constitute a most damning 
indictment of the justice and integrity of the 
Oireachtas and would go far to destroy the 
confidence of the community in Partiamen- 
tary institutions. 

Referring to the general railway situation, 
Senator O'Farrell said that the British Rail- 
way Wages Board had turned down the com- 
panies’ demand for a reduction of clerical 
salaries, although the cost of living in Britain 
was twelve points lower than in the Free 
State. The railway trade unions would 
heartily co-operate with the companies in a 
special effort to cope with existing difficul- 
ties, but not on the basis of reductions in 
salaries already too low. The Northern 
Parliament had taken the first step (although 
an inadequate one) towards taxing com- 
mercial motors; on the basis of the use made 
by them of the public roads.

GUARD TELLS HOW COMRADE 


DIED. i 


The Mao Fomad Thomas Dowling at 
Fanore, near Ballyvaughan, on 28th Decem- 
ber last, was again the subject of investiga- 
tion yesterday, when, at Ennis, three young 
men were charged with the crime. é ac- 
cused , who are all aged about 20 years, were 
John O'Connor (or ‘Connors), Patrick 
Conway and Augustine Linnane. They were 
charged jointly with the murder of the 
Guard. A further charge of conspiracy to 
murder was added when t 

Mr. Cecil Lavery (instructed by Mr. James 
Lynch, State Solicitor appeared for the 
prosecution, and Mr. F. F. Cullinan for the 
accused. : 

Evidence was given by Sergeant James 
Lynch, Fanore, as to the despatch of Guard 
Dowling on duty at 7 p.m. on 28th December, 
and to the finding of his body on the road 
at about 10 o'clock on the same night. 

Dr, Denis O’Dwyer, Ballyvaughan, and Dr. 
David Pearson, Lisdoonvarna, described the 
fatal wounds. Two separate gunshots hid 
entered the body, 35 pellets in one and 25 
pellets in another. Most of the vital organs 
on the right side had been pierced. 

AMBUSH IN GRAVEYARD, 

Guard John Cahill, who. had been cycling 
with Dowling to the barracks’ at 
Fanore, when they were ambushed at 
Craggagh Graveyard, stated that four shots 
were fired at them. In the first volley 
Dowling fell with a moan. The witness 
asked him if he was hurt, but got no reply, 
and then three more shots were fired. Hear- 
ing the click of a rifle bolt the witness put 
on speed. Having got some distance he 
looked back and saw two men inside a wall— 
one with a gun in his hand—but he could not 
identify either of them. 

_ Before describing the actual ambush, Guard 
Cahill gave details of searches which he had 
made in 1925 for. poteen... Amongst. 
whom he searched “were the three accused. 

Mr. Cullinan objected, and a legal argu- 
ment followed as to the admissbility of cer- 
tain evidence. 

Mr. Lavery stated that it would be neces- 
sary to proceed, separately against the ac- 
cused on the murder charge, and allow the 
charge of conspiracy to remain in abeyance 
for the moment. 

John O’Connor was then put forward on 
the chatge of wilful murder, and the various 
depositions taken up to this point were then 
re-sworn. 

Guard Cahill said that he and Guard 
28th ecember to the house of Joe 
McNamara, at Derreen, where they played 
cards until about 9.46 p.m. It was on their 
return journey to the barracks that they were 
ambushed. 

; EMPTY CARTRIDGES. 

Superintendent C. Brady, Ballyvaughan, 
stated that he searched O’Connor’s house at 
1 a.m. on the night of 2%tl December, and 
found the accused in bed with his brother. 
On 2nd January he again searched the house, 
and feund in a box two empty cartridge 
cases. At the scene of the ambush the 
witness found four empty cartridge cases, 
one of which had the word ‘‘ Slugs ” written 
on it. . He also found a case filled with 
slugs and an empty rifle cartridge case. 

A farmer named Denis Rabbit, living at 
Crimlagh, stated that at about midnight on 
the 27th December the accused O'Connor, 
who was accompanied by another of the 
accused, Patrick Conway, came to his house 
and asked for the loan of his gun to shoot 
birds, saying that he would return it in a 
few days. The witness gave it to him, It 
was then clean: At 12.30 a.m. on the night 
of 28th December O’Connor. who was again 
accompanied by Conway, returned the gun, 
which was dirty. 

Mrs. Sarah O'Donoghue, a publican, gave 
evidence as to the three accused having drinks 
together in her house at about 9 p.m. on the 
28th December. Her house is within about 
150 yards of the scene of the ambush. 

Evidence that the three accused were in 
company on the same wight at the dance 
was given hy Corney Cullinan, who said 
that the accused asked him to O’Donoghue’s 
for a drink, but when they got there they 
could ‘not be served, as there was no drink 
left 
GIRL TREATED AS HOSTILE WITNESS. 

A girl of about 16 years, named Lizzie 
Kenny, described how she saw the three 
accused on the road near O’Donoghue’s 

ublichouse early in the evening of the 28th 
ent AN Later, after she had visited some 
houses in the vicinity, she thought that she 
saw Paddy Conway and one of the accused 
near Craggagh Post Office, but she could not 
be sure. Further along she saw two fellows 
inside the wall creeping down the fields 
towards the sea. She could not say who they 
were, 

Mr. Lavery received the permission of 
District Justice Gleeson to treat the witness 
as hostile, and cross-examined her as to a 
statement that she had signed for Buper- 
intendent James Hunt. 

Did you tell the Superintendent, asked Mr. 
Lavery, that as you were passing Craggagh 
Post Office yeu saw Paddy Conway standing 
against the gable? . 

Witness—I did. I thought it was him. 

Did you also say that you looked the other 
side and saw Sonny O’Connor and Austen 
Linnane inside the wall?—I thought it was 
them that was in it, but I’m not sure. 

The Court adjourned until 10.30 
to-day.

Tariffs on Food. 


In his speech at Maryborough, on 
Sunday, Mr. Ernest Blythe, Free State 
Minister for Finance; made an important 
statement of fiscal policy. He said, =n 
effect, that: the Government was consider- 
ing the extension of its protective tariffs 
to agricultural imports in order to give 
the Free State farmer some of the relief 
for which he has been waiting so long. In 
his Budget speech last year Mr. Blythe 
declared that “we think that the.number 
of protective duties which a» country like 
ours can afford to impose is limited; and 
we think also that rny ‘steps in the way 
of Protection taken at present must be 
looked upon as experimental. Therefore, 
we must be regarded as shutting the door 
for some time with our present proposals,”’ 
That pledge was made in Ddit Eireann 
nine months ago. Mr. Blythe, with dis- 
arming naiveté, tells us now that his refer- 
ence on that occasion was only to tariffs 
on manufactured goods; but it was rather 
unfortunate that his statement should 
have been so explicit. Be that as it may, 
the itch to wield the weapon of fiscal 
autonomy seems still: to afflict the Govern- 
ment, although. President Cosgrave 
admitted at Rathmines last night that a 
protective policy involved ‘‘ grave dangers,’’ 
We have not:ceased to oppose the levy of 
import duty on manufactured goods which 


raises the. cost of living to the general 


public’ and puts ‘sand, instead of oil, in 
the cog-wheels of the Free State’s trade 
with her. neighbours. We hold. that. Mr. 


Blythe's experiment has been a failure 


from the start. mg ó ere : 
.Yet we are not doctrinatre Free Traders. 
We realise clearly that, a young, State 
must fashion “its iseal poliey “after: its 
immediate needs, and that, in some 
circumstances, Protection ‘may .be:of con- 
siderable advantage to. the: community. 
We are prepared to admit that, when the 
Government decided that it must have 
Protection, a duty on imported foodstuffs 
would have been better than the tariffs 
which were imposed on, say, footwear, the 
demand for.which could not possibly be 
satisfied by the native industry. Un- 
doubtedly, the Free State’s imports of 
agricultural produce: are far too high. 
Last year,.for instance, the Saorstdt im- 
ported ‘‘ pig products ” of various kinds 
to the amount of some £2,250,000, butter 
to the amount of £880,000, -£148,000 worth 
of cheest, £172,000 worth @ margarine.

‘the: Government must give the consumer 
some compensation, either by removing its 
irritating taxes on manyfactured goods, 
or by gtanting substantial relief of 
taxation in some other direction... Our 
adverse balance of trade will not be re- 
duced by an increase in the cost. of living, 
and we fear that Mr. Kevin O'Higgins 
is mistaken when he tries to explain this 
adverse balance away by comparison with 
Britain’s annual balance sheet. The two

seven. The adverse balance of trade is the 
governing factor in the Free State's 
economic situation. Tariffs. on mana- 
factured imports have not -reduced it, and 
we do not believe that it will be reduced 
by tariffs on imported foodstuffs. In fact, 
there can be little hope of its reduc- 
tion ‘until the cost ‘of living in the 
Free State ‘has enabled producers to 
lower their prices and thus to compete on 
better “terms ‘with their ' rivals. in the 
British. market, For . the moment we 
ignore the possibility of retaliation in the 
event of a food tariff and the disastrous 
results that might, follow a duty on im- 
ported barley. On the merits. of the case, 
in present circumstances, Mr. Blythe 
wouid be inviting ‘serious trouble by an 
extension of his tariff system: He would 
help agriculture in a far more suitable way 
by a general reduction in expenditure, 
accompanied by substantial relief from 
existing taxes.

Another 
group held that to reject an award after 
being party to the inquiry from which it 
resulted would: leave no ground for an 
appeal to public sympathy, After much 
wrestling between the two opinions a vote 
was taken on the clear alternatives— 
acceptance of the award of the Wages 
Board and a national strike. Moderation 
won. By 41 votes to 36 the delegates 
decided to abide by the award, and Britain 
was relieved of the gravest dangér of a 
set-back to her industrial recovery since 
the crisis in the mines last August. Now 
that the acceptance of the wages award has 
been secured, the moderate leaders of the 
men, whose counsels prevailed over those 
of the reckless and the revolutionary, 
should, have their hands strengthened, 
and the growth of the*co-operative ‘spirit 
should: be fostered. It may be doubted 
whether yesterday’s crisis would have had

a peaceful outcome had it occurred a year 
earlier. The acceptance of the awafd is 
a fresh victory for that “team spirit” 
which ,Mr. Stanley Baldwin’s patriotic 
conduct of affairs has infused into British 
industry.

Arsenic in Apples. 

The Irish people are not large consumers 
of fruit; but their fruitarian diet, such 
as, it is, consists mainly of apples and 
oranges, and probably most of the apples 
which are éaten in this country come 
from the United States. Therefore, thw 
facts to which a correspondent calls our 
attention to-day cannot be regarded as 
negligible. It appears that some fruit- 
raisers in the United States sprinkle the 
growing apples with arsenic as a protection 


against insect. pests, and that consign- 
ments of these apples, when received in 
| England, have been found to carry so 
much arsenic that they are injurious to 
the eater’s health. Public health authorities 
| in London have prosecuted several sellers 
of such apples’ during the past month. 
In the course of two prosecutions last 
week, at Marylebone Police Court, it was 
shown that the indicted apples contained 
arsenic to the extent of 1-35th and 1-30th 
of a grain per lb. respectively, whereas 
the Real: Commission on. arsenical 
poisoniig has put the extreme margin of 
safety at.1-100th.ol.a grain per Ib. The 
public: analyst -had reported that. the 
arsenic could not be removed from the 
apples by washing, and a medical witness 
said.that, in the two cases under prosecu- 
tion, the arsenic -permeated. right. to the 
core of the apple, although most of it was 
on the skin. He added that there was 
danger in two siich” apples, eaten raw. 
Since the sellers of- this- tainted: iruit -were: 
obviously innocent. ef ‘evil intent, the 
magistrate dismissed thé súmmionsés winder 
the Probation. of Offenders. Act ; but he 
said that the medical evidence involved a 
prohibition om the futare sale of this class 
oi apple. Our Irish health authorities 
ought to interest themselves.in-the:matter ; 
for it is quite possible that arsenical 
apples have reached Ireland in American 
consignments. Mr. Kevin O’Higgins's 
‘pessimistic agnostic ” might say, indeed, 
that the Irish people deserve to be 
poisoned by foreign fruit as a punishment 
for their flagrant neglect of their own 
garden. The carrying of apples to Ireland 
ought to be as unnecessary as the carrying 
of coals to Newcastle. Here, however, a 
most favourable climate and a fertile soil 
fight in vain against. the. farmer's laziness 
and the middle-man’s greed,

| Poets’ Licence. 

Sir James Crichton-Browne, the eminent 
physician, declares that many generatious 
have libelled the memory of Robert Burns. 
Medical research has satisfied him that 
the poet died not of drink, but of 
rheumatism—a. perfectly proper disease, 
to which bishops have been known to 
succumb. We suspect that this moral 
vindication will be received with small 
enthusiasm by those millions of the 
English-speaking world who hold Burns 
close 'to.their hearts. There is something 
“in human nature which endears the weak- 
nesses and irregularities of genius to the 
ordinary man. We have—though we ought 
not to have—a more cordial feeling for the 
young Shelley who was “sent down ” from 
Oxford than. for thé young Gibbon who 
“sighed as a lover, but obeyed as a son.” 
A tegrettable, though charitable, trad:- 
tion allows that a great poet’s. licence 
may cover far more than his prosody, and 
Tennyson might have enjoyed a warmer 
place in the public esteem if he had been 
slightly less respectable and had written 
a few “Songs before Sunrise.” Moreover, 
not a few of Burns s poems will lose some- 
thing of their almost heart-breaking appeal 
if we must believe that, like John Bunyan, 
he was too stern a critic of his own 
demerits. - It is probable also that the 
present fame of rany men of genius owes 
a good’deal to the romance, pathos or 
tragedy of their deaths. If Byron had not 
died, still a young man, in Greece, his 
memory might be less green to-day. More 
people than ever have read “Tambur- 
laine” know that Christopher Marlowe 
was stabbed (pace the latest American 
investigator) in a pot-house scuffle. The 
lacrime rerum that distil from the pages 
of Robert Burns—will their utter poignancy 
survive:-the researches of Sir James 
Crichton-Browne? 


ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY’S 
RECITALS. 


VISIT OF MR. TWELVETREES. 


Beethoven's Sonata in A, opus 69, which 
was played by Mr. Clyde Twelvetrees and 
Commendatore Michele Esposito, Mus.D., at 
the later of the two recitals at Ballsbridge 
yesterday, is not only one of the few great 
sonatas for pianoforte and ‘cello; it is one 
of the greatest of, its composer's works in any 
form. It may be well for ‘cello students to 
know the other ‘cello sonatas of Beethoven, 
but all musicians ought to know the Sonata 
in A. This is music of Beethoven's best 
period and one of the finest examples of what 
can be done within the sonata form. After 
the period: to which this work belongs the 
composer became in some ways more interest 
ing, But so intense in his thought that he 
tended to strain the bounds of established 
form. Here he is within bounds, and com- 
porting himself nobly within them. 

Dr. Esposito and Mr. ‘l'welvetrees have 
played the Sonata in A on many other occa- 
sions under Royal Dublin Society auspices. 
They reached a perfect understanding about 
‘it Jong ago; yet, somehow, one is conscious 
of fresh refinements at every repetition. If 
they should have two recitals to themselves 
next year again, the Sonata*in A might well 
be played at one of them. 

If Beethoven was well represented, 
Mendelssohn was exposed at his worst by the 
Sonata in D. It is dullest Mendelssohn 
spread very thin. Whatever may be — 
of the composer’s music in other forms, his 
chamber music is usually interesting, or 
delightful if only for the sake of shapeliness ; 
but this sonata, by exception, is a feeble 
affair. The ’cello has little to do until the 
last movement, and unfortunately that move- 
ment is compounded of a _ bundle of 
Mendelssohn clichés. In the adagio, again, 
Mendelssohn employs a device that he was 
apt to overwork—a chorale-like theme, per- 
vasive behjnd a counterpoint melody, the 
latter giyen, in this instance, to the ‘cello. 

The players could do little to make the 
music seem anything but dull. Dr. Esposito, 
whose playing was as expert and polished as 
any he has given in his long career, made 

arts of the early movements sound Mozart- 
like, but that was not as satisfactory as pure 
Mozart would have been. 

Mr. Twelvetrees played also some pleasant 


ment. 

The afternoon programme contained sonatas 
of Brahms and Dohnanyi,; and some little 
** Piéces ” of Couperin. 


A FILM OF THE WEEK. 


“QUO VADIS? ” 

The name of Nero and the records of his 
cfuelty occupy & place of unenviable pro- 
minence in the history of those early days in 
which the Christian Church was tried by per- 
secution. Almost every fiction reader knows 
“Quo Vadis?”’, the novel in which Sienkie- 
wicz pdints so vividly the picture of the per- 
secutions. - The story is fourded on the love 
of --Vimicius,' a young Roman general and 
favourite of Nero, for Lygia, a handsome 
patrician girl, who has become a convert to 
‘Christianity. Very cleverly the plot is 
managed, so that one gains an insight into 
the life of the Emperor's Court and circle and 
the conditions in which the early Christians 
were eompelled to live and practise their 
“religion. 

The theme. has. given tle First National 
Company material for the production of a 
striking film. ‘The ambitious scope of the 
Subject called. for more than ordinary treat- 
ment, and in the picture which is being shown 
at the Grand. Central Cinema, Dublin, this 
week it can be said with‘truth that the treat- 
ment is worthy of the er mg 

The, management of the huge army of 
supers in the mob scenes—the settings in the 
amphitheatre and the wild riot of maddened 
citizens in the passages showing the burning 
of Rome—is in itself a triumph of film photo- 
graphy. The settings, too, whether those 
showing the. palace of the Royal Cesar, the 
amphitheatre, the Royal gardens or the streets. 
of the city, are all scenes to excite admiration. 
But over and above all and dominating the 
atmosphere of the. film is the figure of Nero, 
whose character is personated by Emil 
Jannings. Such films as “Dr. Mabuse” and 
“The Last Laugh’’—to mention a couple— 
had given some indication of the worth of 
this Continental actor; but his successes in 
these are poor compared with that attained 
in his presentation of the part of Nero. With 
a natural ease he succeeds, One might say, 
almost too realistically, in presenting in their 
awful nakedness the evil characteristics of 
the part. The drunken buffoonery, the gloat- 
ing sensuousness, the inordinate vanity, and, 
in the end, the cringing cowardice are in turn 
unfolded with a power that is most compelling. 
Everything is done without force or awkward- 
ness, In Viewing Jannings’s interpretation of 
the character one does not doubt that Nero 
was quite capable’ of fiddling while Rome 
was burned, and that particular incident has 
been very adroitly presented. 

Lillian Hall Davis plays the part of Lygia, 
the hapless Christian maiden. There is one 
good scene. in which she displays strong act- 
ing powers, but otherwise she had nething to 
do but to “look the part.” 

Petronius,. the wsthetic adviser of Nero, 
was also well done, though some incidents in 
the part were hardly credible. The other 
parts are all well filled.

BELFAST REVISITED 


(By ULTACH 0G.) 


Belfast has a charm of its own. It plays 
Sparta to Dublin’s’Athens. The air is brisk, 
the skies are bleak, and the tall stone spires 
stand against the majestic background of 
Cave Hill with a wintry severity of outline. 
As you journey up the Antrim road, when 
the light beginning to glisten in the frosty 
air and the well-wrap folk go. hurrying 
by, you fancy that you are in a latitude more 
áit gach than homely Dublin, with its easy 
air, by as much as Copenhagen, say, Is more 
northerly than a city of Southern France. 

Dublin has good cause to boast of 
its beautiful natural setting, and it is said, 
justly enough, that Greater Dublin—if the 
* town-planners ' do their work aright—may 
be one of the proudest and fairest cities of 
Europe. Belfast can set Cave Hill—from the 
summit of, which you may sight the waters 
of five lochs—against Howth Head, but it 
has no splendour to compare with the moun- 
tains of Wicklow, which are Dublin’s back- 
ground, and it has no Dublin Bay. On the 
other’ hand, it\has many lovely outlying dis- 
tricts, from the well-wooded inland country 
towards Dunmurry, with its many fine resi- 
dences, to the wold-like folds of land be- 
yond Glengormley and Carnmoney. It is in 
reasonably easy reach, too, of the Glens of 
Antrim, and to the South it has the storied 
and varied County of Down, home of song 
and story, wit and wisdom. ging Ae? 

Belfast 1s far ahead of Dublin in its 
admirable motor connections with the crt- 
lying districts. In the we ace beside the 
Technical School, when ' eave the Great 
Northern Station, you see a fleet of up-to- 
date, comfortable; covered-in motor "buses, 
with direction boards that tell you of services 
rupning south as. far as Newry, to 
Lurgan, over the hills and far away 
to Crumlin and Antrim on the storied 
shores of Lough Neagh, by the sea-line 
to Bangor (Belfast's Brighton) and Donagha- 
dee, to Newtownards, beside the isle-strewn 
Strangford Lough. The very names of all 
these destinations delight you, if Fa know 
the North, for splendid and varied scenery, 
history and legend that would set up a dozen 
Walter Scotts. and homely hospitality, with 
scones and “ farls,’’ spring to memory. 

With so rich an environment, Belfast may 
run Dublin close as a beautiful city, and 
certainly Belfast folk are showing themselves 
awake to the possibilities of their noble hinter- 
land. Good transport they have, and now 
building is going busily forward. An hour's 
run in any direction from the city shows the 
traveller excellent domestic architecture. The 
Belfast resident is not content to throw up 
four walls of red brick, He has heard of 
modern design. Handsome work in the best 
English style is appearing ; but the critic is a 
little disappointed by an occasional lack of 
discretion in the choice of styles that suit 
the wild south coast of England, but seem 
out of place in the grey North Irish winter. 
Out towards the Malone road, where the 
bare, yet homely, line of the hills flows in 
the steel blue background, a. gay, bright 
timbered, stuccoed house looks out of place 
in the bleaker months, like a lady in gay 
Riviera attire walking in an Irish storm. A 
closer adherence to racy styles would make 
the development of Northern architecture 
more harmonious. The large public architec- 
ture in the city itself, with a liberal use of 
rugged freestone, is in tone with the Northern 
air, and gives the city that satisfactory air of 
suitability and weather-tightness that is 
characteristic of Belfast. : 

The provision of housing of the people is 
hardly Jess urgent in Belfast than in Dublin; 
for the house shortage continues despite four 
vears of building. At present keen dissatis- 
faction is raging over the conduct of a munici- 
pal housing scheme, which is the subject of 
an inquiry. A large amount of housing, was 
put up on the direct labour system, but 
with much less success than what was done 
through contractors. While the inquiry 
lasts, municipal housing progress is impeded. 
Houses provided by the Corporation are in 
the bungalow style, and are of three types— 
the kitchen-house, the parlour-house, and the 
superior bungalow, . Purchase money and 
rent conibiined amount to 12s., 16s., and 21s. 
a week for the three types, respectively. 
Admirable designs have been adopted, and 
visitors to such a district as St. James’s 
Park, where there is quite a colony of these 
neat, well-proportioned and happy looking 
dwellings, are sometimes surprised to learn 
the easy terms on which they are purchased. 

Housing schemes are not confined to the 
city’s heart or to its close environs, as so 
mistakenly is done in Dublin. The Belfast 
worker, accustomed to living at a considerable 
distanee from his work, going into town on 
the fine service of ‘‘ workmen’s trams,” does 
not cling to the slum zone, but rejoices to 
have his little cottage away out beyond Belle 
Vue, or at Legoniel, where he can have his 
vegetable garden and the little ones can breathe 
air that blows over green grass. If you run 
out to Whitehouse you may see sites for 
colonies of houses being carved out of the 
living hill beside the road, and old estates 
being broken in to modern housing. needs. 
Belfast is considerably-ahead of Dublin, both 
as to private building and popular housing, 
in going well afield for sites. 

Among the amenities of the progressive 
Northern city, which yet has to be copied in 
Dublin, is municipal golf. In the Ormean 
Park, the humble clerk may take his clubs 
and enjoy ‘‘ the royal game.” 


OBITUARY.

MR. E. W. ROYCE. 


Mr. Edward William Royce, the well-known 
actor and stage manager of the old Gaiety 
theatre, London, and some time of the Gaiety 
Theatre, Dublin, died on Sunday, in his 
eighty-fifth year. With the late Edward 
ierry, Nellie Farren and Kate Vaughan, he 
completed the famous “ Gaiety Quartet. ’ 
Royce made his first appearance on the stage 
as a dancer in “Un Ballo in Maschera,' at 
Covent Garden, so long ago as 1860. In the 
following year he was at the Lyceum in ‘‘Peep 
o' Day.” From 1863 till 1868 he was a noted 
harlequin in pantomime, and in addition 
played many parts in provincial: stock com- 
panies. 

Seasons with John Coleman and John 
Hollingshead followed, and in October, 1872, 
he made his first appearance at the Gaiety 
Theatre, London. 

In 1874 Royce came to the Dublin Gaiety 
Theatre, under the late Mr. Michael Gunn, 
and produced ‘* Turko the Terrible” and 
“The Yellow Dwarf.* 

Mr. Royce was back ‘at the London Gaiety 
Theatre, in 1875, with Samuel Phelps and J, 
L. Toole, playing among many parts, Sir 
Hugh Evans, in “‘The Merry Wives of 
Windsor.” With Phelps, also, in August, 
1876, he appeared as Don Jose in “ Little 
Don Cesar de Bazan.’’ This burlesque was 
the first of the remarkable series in which he 
was associated with Edward Terry, Nellie 
Farren and Kate Vaughan. 

A spell of illness, foilowed by tours under 
the Brough-Boucicault management, and with 
Mrs. Bernard Beere, filled the interval till 
1892, when Royce was back in Dublin play- 
ing Captain McTurko in “‘ Sinbad.’’ One of 
his best parts was that of Gaspard in “' Les 
Cloches de Corneville,’’ which he played at 
Portsmouth as lately at 1917. 


THE REV. RALPH HARVEY. 


We regret to announce that the Rev. Ralph 
Harvey, M.A., died suddenly yesterday at 
the Rectory, Charville, Co. Cork. Mr. Harvey 
was a graduate of the University of Leeds, 
and received the M.A. degree from the 
University of London in 1890. He was 
ordained in 1892 for the Djocese of Cork, and 
was Curate at St. Anne’s, Shandon, till 1895, 
when he was transferred to St. John’s, Innis- 
kenny, where he remained from 1895 till 1902. 
Mr. Harvey was headmaster of the Cork 
Grammar School from 1888 till 1908, in which 
latter year he was appointed Rector of Bally- 
hea, Diocese of Cloyne. He was editor cf 
several learned works.

Miss Ethel Mary Dyson, a sister of the 
Astronomer Royal, Sir Frank Dyson,. died 
suddenly at Norwood London, on Sunday, 
aged fifty-seven.

Is Cork Harbour a safe port of call for 
trans-Atlantic liners in stormy weather? 
This question has attracted much attention 
during the past week or so, owing to the 
failure-of the White Star liner Doric to 
enter the harbour to land passengers and 
mails from New York, and the delaying 
for a period of twenty-four hours of ‘the 
Cunard Company’s steamer Scythia, which 
had to remain in the outer roads before 
her commander. would take the risk of 
¢oming into the harbour, owing to the 
gale. which blew off the South coast at the 
beginning of this month. 

The same question. has agitated the 
minds. of the commercial community of 
Ireland, especially of the Southern part 
of the country, for the past twenty years; 
and just now those interested in the de- 
velopment of the Free State harbours are 
asking what part, if any, Queenstown is 
likely to play in the linking up by mail 
air routes of Great Britain, Europe and 
America. It is known that several schemes 
are under consideration, some of which 
have suggested Cork Harbour as one of the 
important bases. As yet nothing definite 
has happened, but it is not. beyond the 
range of possibility that the harbour will 
come in for serious consideration in con- 
nection with one or other of these schemes. 


THE ADMIRALTY’S VIEW. 

As to the safety of the harbour, it is of 
interest to quote the opinion of the British 
Admiralty on the facilities that it offers to 
shipping. In the Jrish Coast Pilot they 
describe the port as follows :—‘‘Cork Harbour, 
one of the most capacious and secure harbours 
in the British Isles, is navigable for ships of 
large class from the eutrance to Passage, a 
distance of 74 miles, and it contains space 
sufficient for the largest fleets to anchor in 
moderate depths of water, on good ing 
ground, and is most effectually sheltere 
against all winds and seas. It is, moreover, 
easy of. access, and from its Western geo- 
graphical position is most valuable as a 
rendezvous both for His Majesty’s ships and 
the immense fleets engaged in commerce that 
continually resort here, both for shelter and to 
await orders.” 

There are two entrances to the harbour, one 
on the east and the other on the west of the 
shoal known as the Harbour Kock. Both 
afford easy access, and they are well sheltered 
from the south-west, from which quarter the 
worst gales are experienced. There are no 
cross-currents at the entrance, and the speed 
of the ebb tide rarely exceeds two knots an 
hour, so that it is an easy matter for even a 
sailing vessel to make the entrance in any 
weather. The eastern channel is more direct, 
the leading lights are better defined, and 
steamers usually take this course, the least 
depth at low water of spring tides being 39 
feet. The depth of the western channel at 
low water is 42 feet, but its navigation is not 
so favourable, owing to the .Turbot bank, 
which necessitates vessels rounding a curve of 
about 2,000 feet radiús in order to clear it. 

The anchorage used by the Atlantic 
steamers is situated below Spike Island. It 
is 4,000 feet in length, north and south, and 
varies in width from 2,500 feet to 1,900 feet, 
with a depth of 36. to 60 feet at low water of 
spring tides 3 

BETTER APPROACH THAN 
: LIVERPOOL. 
The late Mr. C. 8. Meik, the well-known 


‘harbour engineer, in.the year 1915, reporting 


on the condition of tke harbour, stated that 
there were few, if any, harbours in the British 


“Isles, ón the Continent, or in the East that 


were superior to Queenstown in offering 
accommodation to the very largest class of 
steamer then afloat at all states of the tide. 
The Southampton channel had a depth of 55 
feet at low water, and. at Liverpool the 
depth varied from 31 to 33 feet. The approach 
to Queenstown he considered superior to that 
of Liverpool, while, as regards Southampton, 
the Queenstown channels are much easier to 
navigate. 

Mr. Meik’s examination of the port was 
made when the safety of Cork Harbour for 
trans-Atlantic liners in bad weather was first 
thallenged. Up to that ee (1913) the 
mails of the United Kingdom, as well as the 
principal passenger traffic, were embarked at 
Queenstown for the United States. 

The Lusitania and the Mauretania had then 

been for some time on the mail service. An 
accident to the former .when entering the 
harbour, and the reports of the com- 
manders ‘of both ships as to the ¢ifficulty 
and* the risk which they ran in bringing 
their vessels into harbour in stormy 
weather, resulted in the Cunard Company 
cancelling the call of these ‘boats at Queens- 
town Harbour, which accordingly ceased to 
figute as a Royal Mail port. The mails 
were then ‘despatched from Liverpool, and 
later on from Soythampton, from which 
centres they are shipped to the United States 
of America to-day. 
_ Up to this period Cork Harbour was con- 
sidered perfectly safe for boats of 20,000 
tons, of 600 feet in length, ed with a draft 
of abdut 27 or 28 feet to enter in all weathers, 
but the advent of the mammoth liners having 
a length: of nearly 800 feet and a draft of 
36 feet, with corresponding beam and upper 
structures, resulted in an iste — 
against the port, so far as these particular 
ion were concerned, in bad weather. The 
Company were supported in_ their 
view by ‘se Board of Trade and the Nauti- 
cal assessors of the Post Office. 

For the liner of about 20,000 tons the call 
at the port is perfectly safe in all weathers. 
Such boats still call there regularly, and it 
is a very exceptional case to see a liner of 
this size passing the port owing to the stress 
of the elements. 


LOSS TO QUEENSTOWN. 

Naturally, the loss which the withdrawal of 
the ships meant to the port was a very 
serious matter, and will be appreciated from 
the facts that in the year 1912 no fewer 
than 15,000 tourists landed in the port from 
America, while 26,000 passengers leit for the 
United ‘States in the same period. . 

The great war then came along, emigration 
ceased, and the harbour was transformed 
into a very big war. base, both for naval 
and military forces. The loss of the mail 
boats was not immediately felt, because of 
the prosperity which followed the change in 
the port, but. with the end of hostilities, 
the outbreak of the — warfare, and 
the establishment of ‘the Free State, 
necessitating the withdrawal of the British 
forces, the port fell on very lean years, which 
unfortunately still continue. So far nothing 
has been devised to replace what the town has 
lost by these changes of fortune. . 

At that period there were only two lines 
of Transatlantic packets calling at the port, 
hut to-e-y that number has increased to half 
a dozen--namely, The White Star and the 
Cunard, the United States Lines, the Cana- 
dian Pacific, the Hamburg-American, : d 
the North German Lloyd. The emigrant 
traffic which during the last year or so, owing 
to the American . Ár * w, is a decreasing 
quantity, car have hard! attracted so many 
important lines of steamships to the port, and 
their establishment in the harbour rather en- 
courages the belief that the tourist traffic 
between Amcrica and the Free State port will, 
in the near future, grow to such a volume 
that it “will compensate these companies for 
their enterprise. 


IMPROVEMENTS.

DAIL. ESTIMATE, 


When the Free State Parliament meets 
on to-morrow it will be asked to consider 
ten or eleven fresh estimates for public 
services. Most of these are supplementary 
votes; but, perhaps, the most important 
one of the batch is íor an entirely new 
service-wireless ‘broadcasting. “The Dail 
will be requested by the Minister of 
Finance to vote £14,385 to ‘defray the 
salaries, cost of erection of station and 
other expenses in connection with wire- 
less broadcasting ”” for the year ending 
dist March, 1926—that is, the end of the 
current financial year. — 

The Minister, in his estimate, mentions 
that “' legislation is at present in prepara- 
tion providing for the establishment and 
control of the broadcasting. service,” and 
that the present vote ‘‘is presented in 
anticipation of authority being granted 
accordingly.”’ 

Following are items from the estimate: 
Salaries, wages and allowances :— 

Assistant staff engineer, £350, rising by 

annual increments of £20 to £450 a 
year ; 

Assistant engineer, £300 (inclusive) ;

For expenses incurred by the engineer- 
ing staff of the Post Office in the initia- 
tion of the broadcasting scheme, and ex- 
penses incurred in connection with the 
training of a staff the amount estimated 
for is £250, while for rent, light, heat, 
etc., there is an item of £375. 

The cost of the erection of the Dublin 
station, according to the estimate, was 
£6,710, while the estimated cost of re- 
newals, provision of relaying, etc., is 
£1,400, and for miscellaneous expenses like 
postage and telephones, £850. 

The salaries of the four members of the 
orchestra are made up as follows :—One 
leading player at £5 10s. a week, and three 
at £4 1Us. each.

Kevin O'Higgins addressed a meet- 
ing in the Town Hall, Rathmijnes, last 
night, in support-of Mr..T. F. Healy, the 
Cumann na nGaedheal candidate in the 
County Dublin ’ by-election; they were 
interrupted repeatedly by a few persons, 
chiefly women, who sat at the back of the 
hall. 

The Chairman, Mr. W. Hayes, appealed 
for fair play. He mentioned that. when 
Mr. de Valera spoke in the small hall 
recently no person interrupted him: The 
appeal, however, met with no response. 

It is significant that although President 
Cosgrave dealt with the question of pro- 
tection, he made no reference to Mr. 
Blythe’s announcement that the Govern- 
ment is considering the question of apply- 
ing tariffs to imported agricultural 
produce. 

He claimed that since the~boot duty 
was imposed the output from one factory 
in the Free State had been almost trebled, 
and that the cost of boots had not been 
increased. 

“Of course,” he added, ‘‘ there are 
dangers in connection with a tariff policy. 
In the first place, we have to guard 
against an increase in the cost of living 
to the general community, and then to 
see whether or not any increase in the 
cost entailed by the tariff is going to give 
value back again to the people.’’

TARIFFS, 

Every effort was being made to provide em- 
ployment by stimulating industry, and: al- 
ready they saw institutions in the country 
bearing evidence to the soundness of the 
Government’s policy in that direction. In 
one factory less than 100,000 pairs of boots 
were turned out in 1923.

of-.August, 170.000 pairs had been manufac- 
tured in that factory. At the same time 
the cost of boots was nothing more to the 
public than before the tariff was introduced.

It 
meant loving Ireland, working for Ireland, 
doing something to improve Ireland in every 
possible direction. In that sense Mr. Healy 
was an Irish Irelander. : 

He (President Cosgrave) was against by- 
elections. In his view, the holding of by- 
elections for casual: vacancies in the Dail 
went against the essence of the proportional 
representation system of elections. It was 
expensive and wasteful, but it was the law, 
and, that being so, all he could do was to 
ask the electors of Dublin to return Mr. 
Healy as a man willing and able to do his 
best for Ireland.

The problem is how to raise some 
4,200,000,000 francs of extra revenue, 
which are required to balance the 1926 
Budget. The money is urgently needed, 

FROM 13 TO 101. 

M. Doumer, the Finance Minister, has 
told the Chamber that if the bill is not 
passed by the end of the month, the 
Treasury will be short of funds. How, in 
these. circumstances, does the Chamber 
propose to rise to the occasion? The bill 
which the Minister of Finance tabled just 
before the new year to supply the shortage 
of revenue was a fairly concise measure, 
consisting of 135 articles. 

The Finance Committee has been at 
work on it for an arduous fortnight, and 
the bill which has now issued from its 
hands is entirely different, and contains 
no fewer than 101 articles. 

Twenty-five deputies have put down 
i their names to speak in the general dis- 
cussion. It cannot be hoped that these 
twenty-five speeches will take fewer than 


| three days to deliver, and, after it, sup- 


posing that the Chamber approves of the 
bill as a whole, there comes the detailed 
examination of the 101 articles. 

A vista of dreary debates stretches 
ahead for weeks to come, if the Chamber 
i goes on with the bill. 

AN ENORMOUS TASK. 

It cannot be seriously expected that the 
Chamber will go on with the bill. As the 
days go by, and the financial need becomes 
more urgent, the deputies will realise the 
enormity of the task before them. 

Then M. Doumer’s original proposal of 
the tax on payments will have to be re- 
introduced to save the situation. No doubt, 
M. Briand foresees this reductio ad 
absurdum working itself out. But it is an 
extraordinary way to provide for the 
country’s financial needs,

AGREEMENT SIGNED. 
MOSCOW, Monday. 

The Tass Agency has received official notifi- 
cation that yesterday the Soviet Consul- 
General at Mukden, M. Krakovetsky, and the 
Chinese Foreign Commissar for the three 
Eastern provinces, signed the principles of 
agreement, the most essential points of which 
are as follows :— . 

1—*‘ The manager of the Chinese Eastern 
Railway, M. Ivanoff, and all employés and 
workers on the railway who were arrested 
in conne” ion with the conflict between the 
Chinese Eastern Railway and the Manchurian 
authorities, must be released. 

2.—After their release, the normal traffic 
of the railway to be resumed. 

3.—Military transports to be conducted on 
the basis which has existed up to now-——that 
is to say, to be credited to the account of 
the section of the railway’s income belonging 
to the Chinese Government. 

_ 4.—Military guards also to be transported, 
in accordance with the regulations which have 
existed up to now. 


5.—In futrre the transportation’ of armies’ | 


is to be strictly subject to the regilations 
existing on the Chinese Eastern railways. 

The question of the financial losses incurred 
by the Chinese Eastern Railway during the 
conflict with the Manchurian authorities is 
under discussion, and will be the subject of 
a further decision by both parties. 

The Foreign Commissariat has already re- 
ceived information of the release of M. 
Ivanoff, and oí the commencemient of the re- 
lease of the other parties under arrest, The 
Soviet Government will watch for the exact 
fulfilment of the Treaty regarding the Chinese 
Eastern Railway, and the carrying out of the 
statutory regulations of the railway, as well 
as the hin io resumption of the activity of 
the workers, and other public organisations of 
the railway. Other questions connected with 
the dispute will be the subject of further 
parleys.. Thus, a peaceful settlement of the 
dispute in regard to the Chinese Eastern 
Railway may be considered assured.—

IMPLACABLY HOSTILE. 

** When Soviet Russia concluded a separate 
Treaty, similar to that concluded with 
Peking, with the actual ruler of Manchuria, 
on the advice and with the consent of the 
Peking Government, she _ realised that 
Marshal Chang Tso-lin was implacably hostile 
to her, but she never imagined that the 
Marshal, having availed himself of all the 
advantages of the Treaty he had signed, 
would simply repudiate all the obligations 
he had undertaken, and take the risk of 
committing the present acts of provocation. 

“Even if Marshal Chang Tso-lin is to be 
regarded as dependent on and encouraged by 
some Powers interested in the creation of 
complications in the Far East, it is a wonder 
that he does not understand that the results 
of his action will probably be fatal 
to him, and that he forgets that 
Soviet Russia will not allow, her prestige 
to be trifled with, even though she attempts 
a peaceful solution of all the questions at 
issue. Soviet Russia is obliged to take all 
measures necessary for the defence of the 
Chinese Eastern Railway, which is a joint 
Russo-Japanese undertaking. Work on the 
railway has been stopped owing to the action 
of individual Chinese Generals, who ought, 
under the treaty, to protect the railwav. 
The treaty lays upon both parties to it the 
responsibility for the maintenance of order on 
the railway.

A VICTORY FOR

The delegate ‘conference of the National 
Union of Railwaymen has come to the only 
decision compatible with a desire for the use 
of conciliation in the settlement of differences 
over ‘conditions of employment, remarks 
The Times editorially. The bare statement 
of the EA in the report of the National 
Wages Board, to which the railwaymen took 
exception, indicates but to a small extent the 
Serious issues that were raised. In demand- 
ing that the companies should depart in two 
respects from the Board’s findings, the union 
was, in effect, making an attack on the rail- 
way scheme of conciliation, which it would 
scarcely have survived. Fortunately the 
attack has been abandoned.

PROFESSOR BUSTEED’S OPINION 


Professor John Busteed writes, in a letter 
‘to The Times, from University College, Cork 
Faculty of Commerce :—The criticism of the 
new Free State coinage by your Dublin Corre- 
spondent is hardly fair. It is not true that 
““thej only purpose of a separate Free State 
colmage is sentimental.” Our Government 
will get a net profit of probably more than 
£1,000,000, allowing for cost of manufacture. 
In other words, it will get a permanent non- 
interest-bearing loan of more than 
£1,000,000, which is at present veing granted 
to the British Government. That is the only 
motive. There is nothing anti-British in it. 
The issue of token coinage is profitable, and 
does not requite any experience in wizardry. 

It is no compliment to “ the hard-headed 
business men of the North ” to suggest that 
they “ will regard this latest move as a proof 
of Southern inefficiency in economic affairs.” 
There is no '“ danger that the market may 
bu flooded with silver coins,” because 
the new coins can be issued only 
in exchange for the existing coins. I believe 
that the Treasury note will eventually go the 
same way as the half-crown. After all. the 
latter is a metal Treasury note. If the Irish 
banks were allowed to hold -interest-bearing 
Treasury Bills as cover for their note issue 
‘instead of the present non-interest bearing 
Treasury notes their security would not be 
mmpaired, and the Treasury notes in actual 
circulation would soon be replaced by Irish 
bank notes. .This is the Egyptian system, 
and the Egyptian foreign exchange rate never 
wavers, . 

As!we have in.the Irish Free State between 
£10,000,000 and £20,000,000 Treasury notes, 
the interest involved is more than £500,000 
per annum—a large sum jn a poor country. 
lí the climinaticn of the Treasury note—in 
the manner [ have described—would be 
disastrous for us, why is it not disastrous for 
Egypt? There is little fear, I think, of the 
Irish Free State adopting any unorthodox or 
freak currency theories. In conclusion, Jet 
me say that public opinion in Cork and the 
South generally is only mildly interested in 
the new tuken coins.

With a brief interval $ir Alfred Mond, 
who is 58 years of age,has sat as a Liberal 
M.P. for 20 years—first for Chester, then 
for Swansea Town, and later for Swansea 
West (where he was defeated in December, 
19235). He represents now Carmarthen, 
for which division he was elected eight 
months after his rejection at Swansea. A 
staunch Free Trader, he has written ex- 
tensively on the effect of Protection on 
industry generally, and particularly on the 
chemical industry, with which he is in- 
timately identified by reason of his associa- 
tion with the well-known firm of Brunner, 
Mond and Co., Ltd. 


OPPOSED TO NATIONALISATION. 


Until recently he was a supporter of 
Mr. Lloyd George, and was First Com- 
missioner of Works, and later Minister of 
Health, during the six years of the 
Coalition Ministry.

TEXT OF THE LETTER. 

Sir Alíred Mond's resignation from the 
party 1s contained in the following letter 
to Lord Oxford and Asquith :— 

The position of the Liberal party has been 
steadily drifting from bad to worse. The 
unity which we have striven for, and which I 
did my best to promote, has, in fact, never 
been achieved, and all efforts to‘Tevivify and 
reorganise the Liberal forces have been ren- 
dered hopeless by the introduction by Mr. 
Lloyd George of a land policy which has pro- 
duced a new, profound cleavage and embarass- 
ment in the Liberal ranks. J had hoped that 
when the compromise with the Liberal and 
Radical Candidates’ Association had been 
reached we had, at any rate, obtained some 
measure of agreement, even if I felt that I 
must insist upon altering the proposals in the 
direction of the extension of freehold owner- 
ship. The resolution which the National 
Liberal Federation Executive is submitting to 
the Land Convention is so framed that it 
revives the original policy of the nationalisa- 
tion of agricultural land as first advocated in 
the land report. To this policy in any sha 
o> form I am absolutely and unaiterably 
opposed, and the fact that it is being put for- 
ward by the chief Liberal organisation, appar- 
ently with your consent, proves to me how 
divergent my views are on this fundamental 
question of principle to those of a large and 
influential section of the party. 

It has become absolutely clear to me that 
this is a fundamental issue of principle and 
not of detail, which no attempted compromise 
can overcome or disguise. ] have, however, 
no desire to be a source of fresh difficulties or 
divisions in the party, or to be engaged in 
controversy within its ranks. I have, there- 
fore, after the most careful consideration, 
decided that the only course for me to take is 
to sever my lifelong connection with the 
Liberal party, and, if I am to be able to 
render any further political service to the 
country, join the party with which I feel I 
can most usefully co-operate—the Conservative 

rty. 

That such a step is a big break and wrench 
for me I need hardly assure you. have 
passed all my life in the Liberal ranks, most 
of it under your leadership. I have done my 
best through its medium to render such 
services ty could to my country, and I had 
hoped it might be possible still to find a 
useful field of activity and influence m its 
ranks. But I find this impossible under the 
circumstances created, and I prefer to be an 
open opponent than an internal dissentient. 

all, of course, after writing this letter, 
no longer consider myself a member ‘of the 
Liberal party, and shall take, in due course, 
the necessary steps resulting from my deci- 
sion. May I say that I cannot close this letter 
without expressing my thanks to you for all 
the personal kindness and help to me in al 
the many years of our political association?

Locarno, that Lord Cecil had been sent to 

Geneva to take part in the Disarmament 

Conferences. While giving the world the 

fullest proof of their desire for peace, the 

Government had continued to take such steps 

as their experts advised were absolutely 

necessary if the security of the Empire is to 
be guaranteed in the future, both with regard 
to the very modest increase in the Air Force. 
to the replacement of obsolete vessels in the 

Navy, and to the equipment of Singapore 

as a” Naval base. 

Paying a tribute to the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, who placed a crown, last spring, 
on years of patient endeavour in this country, 
in taking the final step for the restoration of 
the gold standard, Mr. Baldwin said that this 
adjustment to the new monetary situation was 
proceeding steadily. 

LEGISLATIVE PROGRESS. 

Reviewing the legislative work ot) last ses- 
sion, the Prime Minister said that since the 
passing of the sugar subsidy the Oe eth 
industry in this country had progressed with 
great strides, and we ‘were only at the begin- 
ning of the benefit which he believed it was 

oing to bring to the rural districts.| In his 
Budget, the Chancellor of the Exchequer took 
the risk of giving a fairly substantiql relief, 
certainly to the smaller taXpayers.

sacrifices, not necessarily of luxuries alone, 
but of things that have, perhaps, been re- 
garded almost in the category of necessities. 
He urged that in considering the Govern- 
ment proposals his party should weigh, not 
only the sacrifices that economies might 
involve, but the consequences of failure to 
Secure these. He appealed to all concerned

| SOCIAL PROGRESS. 

The eyes of their opponents were fixed 
much more upon spending than upon saving. 
They distrusted capital and the capitalist. 
Even Mr. Clynes proposed to deal mercilessly 
with the wealthy, forgetful of the fact that 
the bulk of the wealth of this country was 
employed in production, and was steadily, if 
slowly, forcing up the standard of life.

With 
hard work, with careful thrift, with the 
elimination of waste, towards which they 
hoped to make their contribution; by the 
Electricity Bill this session, and, above all, 
with industrial peace, he believed that we 
should be able in a generation to eliminate 
the worst features of economic poverty, and 
to place the enterprise and competition of 
this country, which were essential to progress, 
on a plane which they could operate with the 
very. minimum of undesirable hardships for 
our people. 

In his appeal for financial support to the

PROGRAMME OF THE. 
NEW “GROUP. 


The formation of a new political group 
to be known as ‘* Clann Eireanh,’’ or the 
““ People’s Party,” is the outcome of the 
conferences which began in the Dublin 
Mansion House on Sunday and wére 
resumed last evening under the chairman- 
ship of Mr. Padraig O’Maille, T.D., 
Deputy-Speaker of Dail Eireann, i 


fessor William Magennis, T.D., who was 
elected to the Dail on the Cumann-na- 
nGaedheal ‘‘ ticket’’ and seceded from. the 
ranks of that organisation following the 
acceptance of the recent Border Pact. 

Last night’s proceedings at the Mansion 
House were ‘conducted in private, but at 
the conclusion of the conference an official 
statement was issued to the Press. The 
statement set out that a new political 
party had been constituted ; that it would 
be known as “ Clann Éireann,” or the 
“ People’s Party’; that Professor 
Magennis, T.D., had been appointed chair- 
man of the new group, and that the follow- 
ing other officers had been appointed :— 
Vice-chairmen—Senator Colonel Maurice, 
Moore, Dr. Patrick McCartan, and Mr. 
Eamonn Martin. Treasurer—Mr. Moylett. 
Hon. Secretaries—Mr. Padraig O’Maille, 
T.D., and Mr. M. Fitzgerald. . The 
following committee was appointed :— 
Messrs. J. Ryan, Thurles; Sean Gibbons, 
ex-T.D., Kilkenny; J. Stanley, Dublin ; 
Gantley, Skerries ; McDevitt, Derry ; C. M. 
Byrne, T.D., Wicklow, and F. O’ Donoghue, 
Cork, and Mrs. O’Shea-Leamy, Dublin. 

What is described as an official outline 
of the policy of the party—‘‘ to be ampli- 
fied and expounded later on ’’—says:— 

Our policy is constructive; our method, 
constitutional. 

The programme which we formulate is 
national and economic in equal measure. . On 
the side of nationalism, we declare with 
Parnell: ''No man can set bounds to’ the 
march of a nation.” We claim for Jreland, 
ene and indivisible, as of right the full 
stature of a sovereign State. We aim at 
restoring the unity’ of her territory and the 
union of all her people under, one central 
supreme Government. ‘lo realise this pur- 
pose we seek the zealous co-operation~ of 
every citizen who, for the sake of the hberty 
and uplifting of our country, is prepared. to 
utilise whatever powers and instruments of 
government are available. For & cause so 
great we cannot afford to despise or neglect 
any legitimate agency ready to our hand. 

Artiticial barriers that obstruct co-opere- 
tion in patriotic efiort: must go: one of them 
is that artfully coutrived wedge of division, 
‘the oath’’; not less malign are the twin 
bogies of racial hate and creed ascendancy. 
‘To remove these obstructions is to bring into 
one national communion fellow-countrymen 
whom discord hag estranged. Briefly put, 
our gospel of nationalism. is in principle that 
of Davis. Adopting his words, we strive to 
foster “‘such nátionality as merits a good 
man’s help and awakens a true man’s ambi- 
tion: such nationality as will stand against 
internal faction apd toreign intrigue.”’ 

On the side of economic policy, our im- 
mediate objective is the release oí agriculture 
and business from the strangle-hold of oppres- 
sive conditions. The burden of taxation, 
national and local, is greater than farming 
can bear; and what with income tax, sup€r- 
tax, corporation tax, and the uncertainty 
which national instability breeds, enterprise 
in the industrial domain is checked, repressed 
or palsied. Our towns exhibit acute depres- 
sion. The farmer is harried by a horde of 
State officials from the sub-sheriff up. . In- 
dustries dwindle; unemployment and emigra- 
tion expand. Meanwhile, the Government, 
obsessed with a mania for making new laws, 
remains deaf to protests. Its course must be 
stayed before irreparable disaster comes upon 
the country. Wise admimistration counts 
more than law-making. ‘The second cardinat 
item of ovr programme, then, is financial 
reform, the instant reduction of . taxation ; 
and the third, with a view to choke off un- 
productive expenditure, the reconstruction of 
ihe departments of State. 

Already it has become widely recognised 
that efficient transport is necessary for agri- 
cultwal advance and trade expansion. We 
propose to set up as a section of Local 
Government a Ministry—or sub-Ministry—to 
deal with problems of transport; to plan the 
linking up of inland districts with the ports 
and great centres; to facilitate and cheapen 
the carriage of materials, and the produce 
of farm and dairy; and to provide for the 
humane and expeditious conveyance of cattle 
and live stock. Another reorganisation in 
the Department of Local Government long 
overdue is the setting up under the section 
of public health of a well-plauned S:ate medi- 
cal service. 

The creation of a National Civil Service 
for purposes of local authorities, as well as 
for central government, will secure purer 
administration and greater ¢conomy with 
greater efficiency.. The speeding up of land 
purchase, and of drainage are urgent needs 
also. Schemes of social betterment, such as 
a proper system of workmen's insurance, with 
benefit for widows, claim our attention. The 
town te ant has remediable grievances. Old 
age pensions, the teacher’s salary and pen- 
sion, the full endowment of scientific re- 
search—especially in aid of agriculture, our 
staple industry—must be financed adequately 
through the more intelligent direction of 
expenditure, ; 

The moneys requisite for constructive de- 
velopment can be secured through the check- 
ing of waste and the pruning o 
extravagance. The Oireachtas, for example, 
as at prsent contrived, together with the 
stationery office’s output in regard to it, costs 
a population numbering little more than three 
millions an annual sum vastly dispropor- 
tionate to the national income. The wrong 
organisation which mars the efficiency of the 
Department of Defence and the Department 
of External Affairs provides notable examples 
of mis-spending. The present scale of spend- 
ing and the scale of earning are, all round, 
utterly out of relation. 

A further cardinal article of our pro- 
gramme is the promotion of our national cul- 
ture. This comes last only in point of 
enumeration, for education is basic. Ireland 
should have, as becomes distinct nationhood, 
the type of education appropriate to her 
peculiar need, and to her resources. Public 
education should comprise continuation 
schools for adult education; and a full train- 
ing in enlightened citizenship should form 
part of the higher school courses. Closely 
allied to education, as the prime factor in 
material, intellectual, and moral betterment, 
is the institution of wise safeguards to pro- 
tect youth from the debasing influences of 
evil ‘iterature and public entertainments im- 
ported from centres whose values are not our 
values, and whose views on life are re- 
pellant to the Christian traditions of our 
people.

BIG SOCIAL PROBLEM. 


A SURVIVAL OF WAR-TIME. 
, Mr. Horgan said that. the issues raised, by 
the increasing public control of personal con. 
duct were amongst the most serious and far- 
reaching of the many social problems now 
agitating the world. The necessities of the 
war years permitted™most of the European: 
States. to, arrogate. to themselves. Ti iú oí 
control over the liberties of their citizens, 
which they had been slow to. surrender, and, 
in many cases had sought to enlarge. ‘It was 
his purpose to examine the.moral basis of this 
tanttenc¥: and to consider its political appli-: 
cation in the light of modern experience. 
Every stable -ecommynity had two char- 
acteristics. - First, the. great bulk of the. 
citizens must. be willing to go as far as; public 
opinion demignds without being compel ed to 
do so by force, and, se¢ond, the Government 
and the Legislature must ‘be careful not to. 
go beyond what public opinion démands in 
the laws which they made. Conscience and 
Public Opinion should ¢nforce the laws; to 
the police should remain the duty of ‘suppress- 
ing the exceptions. Unfortunately neither 
Governments nor Legislatures were always 
-guided by these essentials. Virtuous people 
were apt to forget the limitations of the law 
in their anxiety to reform the world. 

Democratic government often got into the 
hands of ‘a‘clique or ring concerned with ‘its 
own interests, fads and prejudices rather 
than the interests of the people. Still oftener 
the actions of the Legislature were dominated 
by some well-organised group of voters which 
happened to hold the balance of power, and 
which used, its position unscrupulously.. .The 
temptation to yield to the wishes of a power- 
ful and fanatical minority were very great, 
indeed: In most modern’ States it was the 
law-makers, ‘and not the law-breakers, from 
which democratic . institutions had most to 
fear. Modern Governments seemed to te 
more concerned with regulating personal 
conduct than preserving personal liberty. 
‘he outstanding example of this tendency 
was to be found in the enforcement: of. prohi- 
bition in America, 

THE FAILURE OF PROHIBITION. 

The lecturer then pointed out the difference 
between temperance, total] abstinence and pro- 
hibition, and said that prohibition could not 
be justified on fhe grounds that liquor was 
an essentially evil thing. Alcohol was no 
more evil than wheat or water or fruit, The

COMPANIES’ VIEW. 


AWARD ACCEPTED IN THE 
NATIONAL INTERESTS. 


The following is the official text of the 
communication handed by the railway com- 
panies to the representatives of the National 
Union of Railwaymen :— 

The companies were intensely disappointed 
witl the findings of the National Wages 
Board. They felt, and still feel, that the 
serious financial position which was disclosed 
fo the Board justified a decision in their 
favour, but the Railway Companies’ Associa- 
tion has met, and has agreed to accept the 
findings of the Board, believing that by so 
doing they are acting in the best national in- 
terests. 

During the discussion this morning no new 
point has been brought out that was 
not fully discussed. Juring the proceed- 
ings before the National wad Board. 
Therefore, the railway companies see no 
ground whatever for reopening the case. To 
do so would strike at the root of collective 
bargaining, and would so weaken the National 
Wages Board as to render it useless for the 
oe ose for which 1t was set up under the 

ailways Act, 1921, wiz., for preserving peace 
in the railway industry. 

The companies intend to give effect to the 
decision. In giving this intimation they would 
remind the Union that the wages of no 
employé will be reduced; that lads now in 
the service on appointment as adults, at the 
age of 20, will still receive a substantial 
advance of wages, while new entrants to the 
railway will come in with definite knowledge 
and voluntary acceptance of their conditions 
of service, 

The case of regular employés whose services 
have been dispensed with owing to the 
shoriage of work is dealt with in Clause 36 
of the Board’s decision, which provides that 
regular employes whose services have been 
dispensed with owing to shortage of work, if 
re-employed, shall be paid at the current rates 
for the grades in which they are employed. 

The suggestion has been put forward by the 
Union that the railway companies would take 
advantage of the new position created by the 
admission of new entrants to the service at 
lower rates. of pay in. order to dismiss the 
higher paid men more freely on grounds of 
discipline or on grounds of trade ‘depression. 

In reply, the companies have no hesitation 
in saying that they contemplate no change 
in dealing with disciplinary cases, and that in 
the case of dismissals due to trade depression 
they intend to continue their policy, well 
known to the members of the Union and 
stated before the Wages Board, of giving 
first choice for re-employment to men who 
have previously been dispensed with owing 
tu shortage cf work. - 

_As to the request that the companies should 
give a pledge that the ‘‘B,’’ or base rates, 
ere irreducible, no matter what ‘change :f 
circumstances may arise, the companies point 
to Clause 18 of the National Wages Boavd 
dicision, which summarises the submissions 
of the National Union representative before 
the Wages Board. Clause 36 merely records 
the fact that the Board gave no ruling on 
the point, and the companies cannot supple- 
ment this. :

State was only entitled to regulate the 
abuse of intoxicating liquor when it con- 
stituted’a public nuisance and cause of dis- 
order. It was not the function of the law 
to make people good. The result of prohibi- 
tion in America was exactly what everyone 
conversant with the question expected. Ii 
the- object. was to close the salogns it had 
succeeded ; if it wag to stop drinking it had 
failed, and it must continue to fail just 
where drinking most: needed suppression. In 
attempting to-enforce it the authorities were 
running their heads against-the stone wall 
of. human. nature, t ‘was, _ morepyer, 
abundantly clear, not only from American, 
but from. all human and legislative ex- 
perience; that there were limits to thé com- 
pulsory suppression of drinking, and. that 
when ‘carried beyond those limits it defeated 
its own object by tending to promote: more 
injurious forms of excess as* well as evasion 
of the hw by common consent. 
At the recent Intoxicating Liquor Commis- 
sion it was only too clear that the majority of 
the temperance societies who gave evidence 
were in reality prohibitionist organisations, 
and were urging restrictions, not for the effect 
that they might reasonably be expected to 


One remedy for these harmful experiments in 
the personal control of public conduct was a 
but perilous one. They could be 
blocked by disobedience and so nullified. 
Nullification was not revolution. It was the 
safety valve which helped a self-governing 
community, to avoid revolution, It gave a 
warning to those in authority which they dis- 
regarded at their own peril. The story of 
Charles the First and Hampden was not an 
isolated one, as might be proved by many 
examples even from their own history. 
Nullification, if an obvious remedy for unjust 
and unwise leg’clation, was, however, an un- 
satisfactory one. It left a legacy of lawless- 
ness and encouraged evil-minded people to 
break just laws. 2 
DEMOCRACY ON ITS TRIAL. 

The real remedy for the evils that he had 
indicated was the prevention of bad laws at 
their source by the development of a sounder 
public opinion as to the nature of government 
and the functions of legislative assemblies. A 
modern civilised Government was a group of 
trustees, whose purposes were defined and 
whose powers were limited. Its purposes 
were twofold—to ‘get public business “done 
honestly and efficiently and to reduce public 
opinion to legal form. If a law lacked the 
authority of conscience and public opinion, it 
lacked precisely the qualities which were 
necessary to make it effective. Democracy 
was on its trial, and it was only by the ac- 
ceptance of this principle of official trustee- 
ship that it could survive. 

Nothing was easier than to decree people 
virtuous by Act of Parliament, nothing more 
impossible to accomplish. In the ultimate 
resort the only real cure for moral infirmities 
must be found in those graces, checks and 
remedies addressed to the character, the in- 
tellect and the will which it was the duty of 
religion to provide,

THE FUTURE OF THE COUNTY 
COUNCIL. 


At a meeting of the Co. Wexford Workers’ 
Executive Council in Enniscorthy on Satur- 
day, Alderman Corish, T.D., chairman, who 
presided, said that the conference was called 
to take stock of their position in the county, 
consequent on the Labour Party (as a result 
of recent este obtaining power to 
dictate the policy of the County Council to 
a great extent. 

They would be called on next month to 
strike a rate for the county. They would 
apply themselves to their new task with 
commonsense. They knew that the responsi- 
bility was serious, but they did not accept 
the pessimisti¢ tale told by the Farmers’ 
Union or by the Self-Protection Association. 

Within the past fortnight between 200 and 
500 workers had been thrown out of employ- 
ment by the County Council. Whether it 
cost a 5s. rate or a Ós, rate the Labour Party 
would see this year that the same state of 
unemployment would not recur in January, 
1927. The farmers would never admit 
prosperity.. They had cried “wolf’’ so many 
times that now, when the wolf was at the 
door, nobody believed them. It was strange 
that the Self-Protection League did not come 
into being until the Farmers’ Party lost their 
majority on the County Council. 

Mr. Mortished, assistant secretary of the 
Irish Labour Party, said that.the future. of 
the county was not to be secured by cheese- 
paring in local or in natiorial finance. . The 
transport problem, which should have been 
tackled boldly two years ago, was now being 
taken up piecemeal, and instead of including 
rail, road, canal and harbour traffic for con- 
sideration in one general scheme, separate

Executive . of the Farmers’ Union 
met in council, and after one speaker had 
had run through the conventional gamut of 
crititism deploring excessite legislatioh, high 
taxation, and’an unduly numerous Civil Ser- 
vices hewas followed: by another who took 
as “his theme the desirability of the State 
relieving local authorities of the tat om 
sibility for the maintenance of roads. Now, 
whatever óné might think of, the, merits of 
that proposal, it was clear that it would in- 
volve all the evils which the preyious speaker 
had ,eofidemued—fresh legislation, higher 
taxation, and an increase in staffs. 

, ADVERSE FACTORS. 

“The fall financial and economic “reactions 
of the world-war,’’ said the Minister, ‘‘ were 
manifesting themselves at the time that the 
Irish Free State was born, and problems were 
awaiting its Government which were not im- 
proved by civil war and bad agricultural 
seasons. *It should be clear that the Great 
War, Mr. de Valera’s civil war, and the bad 
seasons were due to factors which, in varying 
degrees, were outside the control of the 
Government, while it is equally clear that we 


have the responsibility of grappling with the 


injurious reactions of all! three. 


“ We are endeavouring to do so. I think 


that we are doing so with a considerable 


measure of success. We can not, however, 
eliminate them by waving a miraculous wand, 
and as long as these adverse conditions are 
with us.it is as well that people would look a 
little deeper than the /rish Times, which 
attributes them to the teaching of Irish, or 
the /ndependent, which suggests, at times, 
that they are due to the extravagance of the 
Government. 

“The /rish Statesman of last week points 
out, very properly, that we have no monopoly 
of adverse economic conditions, and on the 
question of adverse trade balance quotes the 
British imports for twelve months as totalling 
£1,323,000,000 as against exports to the value 
of £773,000,000 a little over half the imports. 
I have not seen the suggestion anywhere that 
the explanation lies in the teaching of English 
in the schools, ard I ar inclined to think 
that it lies elsewhere. 

“Better methods; harder work, increased 
production: will have an’ effect here on ‘our 
financial and economic situation which a lethal 


‘chamber for the children who know or hope to 


know Irish might fail to produce. 
COUNTRY’S PROBLEMS. 

_ “*The problems which face this State and 
its Government are not peculiar to ourselves. 
They are, I believe, relatively less serious here 
than elsewhere, and the people who in a dozen 
ways keep suggesting that they arise from our 
traditional double dose of original sin are the 
least helpful in solving them. 

“ Once in a rather fluid period I met a man 
who defined himself to me ag ‘a pessimistic 
agnestic ” in Irish politics. He had no 
definite creed as to what oucht to be done, 
but he felt quite sure that any course that 
was taken would prove to be for the worse. 
There is a certain amourt of that mentality 
at present. In this country, where political 
labels have been so much de rigueur, time 
and changing circumstances have deprived 
many people of their labels, and they are 
content to take refuge n an attitude of philo- 
sophic doubt or become, like my friend, 
‘ pessimistic agnostics.’ 

““Later on, perhaps, when they are 
enlightened by Limerick electricity and 
sweetened by Caslow sugar they will be pre- 
pared to admit that it was well that someone 
had faith and hope in: the country’s future 
and worked for its realisation. Meanwhile 
those of us who believe that evils in the body 
pohtic must be dealt with by the process of 
diagnosis and treatment, rather than by the 
lack-of-faith-cure, will do well to get on with 
the work. 

THE “IRON MAN" AND THE 
“WOMAN OF CORK.” 

*“Some time ago Mr. de Valera came to this 
hall and explained that he and his friends 
Were taking counsel as to the best method of 
pulling the country out of the ditch. He also 
explained that, despite anything we might 


‘have heard to the contrary, he still preferred 


the oath which he dictated to Mr. Barton at 
the Cabinet méeting a week before the Treaty 
was signed to that which is actually in the 
Treaty. He talked knowingly of Beelzebub 
and his limitations, and generally was rather 
more incoherently irrelevant than usual. 

“ Mr. McEntee, proceeded to comfort Mr. 
de Valera in his disappointment about his 
oath by referring to him as a ‘man of iron,’ 
although if there was anything at all clear 
from that particular meeting it was that the 
‘man of iron’ had once more surrendered to 
the woman of Cork. An extraordinary Ard 
Feis, appropriately summoned fot March, is 
to decide whether, in the event of the sky 
falling, Miss MacSwiney could tolerate the 
gentle pastime of catching larks. 

REPLY TO LABOUR LEADER, 

* Mr. Johnson made it clear at the meeting 
which was held at Dun Laoghaire on Saturday 
evening that he is prepared to contest these 
elections on the general charge that the 
Govérnment is opposed to the interests of 
the poor man. Mr. Johnson, of course, 1s in 
opposition, he has not the responsibility of 
making ends meet or of safeguarding that 
very sensitive factor, the credit of the State. 

“He can indulge himself to the full in 
visionary speculations of all the wondertul 
things which are in the abstract desirable 
without having to worry about concrete diffi- 
culties. To him the possibility of a scheme 
being economic at a wage of X, and un- 
eccnomic at a wage of XY, is merely an 
irritating irrelevancy, and the injury to State 
credit, occasioned by indulgence in un- 
economic schemes, is a trifle to be waived 
aside. Yet money has to ‘be raised by taxa- 
tion or by borrowing. Taxation is already 
high, and if recourse is to be had to borrow- 
ing, it can only be done for purposes that can 
stand scrutiny as economic and reproductive. 

“On the question of hostility to the 
interests of the poor, it is a nice question as 
to who should be in the dock. My own view 
is that, on the assumption that the resources 
of the State are without limit, we are the 
culprits. Once admit a limit to possible 
expenditure and the matter begins to take on 
an entirely different complexion, The point 
arose again and again on relief schemes. 

AN EXAMPLE. 

“ We may as well deal in small figures for 
the sake of greater clearness. For £100 a 
week’s employment could be given to 80 men 
at 25s. A wage of £2 would limit the em- 
ployment to 50 men. If the Government, faced 
with distress and unemployment, tried to 
give the greatest measure of relief from its 
available resources, and employed the larger 
number of men at the smaller wage, Mr. 
Johnson cried: ‘Tyrants, would you grind 
the faces of the poor? Would you use the 
hunger weapon tc compel men to work at an 
inadequate wage ! ' 

“Tf, on the other hand, the smaller number 
were employed at the larger wage, Mr. John- 
son and others would explain that the Govern- 
ment were merely trifling with the grave ques- 
tion of distress, touching the fringes of the 
matter and leaving many in want. He will 
always want to have it both ways: whether it 
be on the Shannon or on the Barrow, on 
drainage or road work, he will raise the 
double slogan, ‘ Higher wages and more em- 

loyment,’ and will admit no conflict between 
his two ideals. 

“Now, a State cannot be run on those 
lavish lines any more than a private house- 
hold or a business concern. If the Minister 
for Finance were to accept and adopt Mr. 
Johnson’s. doctrines. sooner or later, and 
sooner rather than later, the same fate would 
overtake the State and its Government as be- 
falls the inefficient business man or the thrift- 
less housekeeper. 

THRIFT NEEDED. 

“ People will no more lend their money to 
a thriftless State than to a thriftless in- 
dividual. We must not spend beyond our 
resources, and borrowing must be confined to 
sound and reproductive purposes. If we do 
otherwise, we injure our credit as surely as 
the drunkard or the gambler in private life 
is undermining his, 

“ Mr. Johnson criticises the recent London 
Agreement, which averted the possibility of 
a renewal of strife and pogrom in the 
Northern portion of the country and eliminated 
the financial bogey of Article V. Mr. Dillon 
had estimated the possibilities of that Article 
at five millions a year, Mr. de Valera had 
told us that the British claim amounted to 
nineteen millions a year, but Mr. Johnson 
considers that the averting of the Feetham 
award, and the elimination of Article Y. is 
something which should be used as ammuni- 
tion in a by-election. 

“What need he care if the Feetham 
award was issued and precipitated strife in 
the North-East? It would be simply another 
stick whetewith to beat the + Ave nnd 
which refused to give fancy wages on the 
Shannon. What need he care if Article V. 
went ‘to arbitration, and an award of fifty 
or sixty millions were made against the 
State? He could still cry ‘Higher wages, 


| more employment ’ with even less prospect 
of getting them, and thus he in a better posi 
tien to condemn the Government. All that 
may seem to Mr. Johns6n excellent party 
tactics, but it is a oy irresponsible 
outiook for a ‘public man to develop. 
PUBLIC’S SOUND SENSE. á 

‘Fortunately, the general public 1 

ssessed of # sounder political instinct thar 

lr.’ Johnson, and his fine spun abstractions 
oi tthe London agreement and other matters 
have created nothing but impatience,. even 
among those whom he claims to represent; 
Feople are realising more and more “that 
there is nothing more easy than destructive 
criticism, and that if social and .economic 
evils could be dispelled by a mouthful of fine 
words they would never have arisen in this 
or aby ‘othe beasy in. the proportions in 
which they exist to-day. 

ig á Jaieom'a Pind teaiadadtes, if elected, 
‘would add two more voices to the chorus 
which clamours for. tore State. employment 
aud higher -wages to those em yed. The 
election of Mr.. Healy in Dublin and Mr. 
O'Dwyer will give us two men whose advice 
and’ assistance will be valuable to the Go- 
vernment in its task of diagnosing accurately, 
and treating scientifically, such evils as exist. 

“The cry ef ‘pay, pay, pay’ is not a 
sovereign remédy. ‘he Government has to 
consider very carefully where and how it can 
wisely and effectively intervene, and the 
people have sense enough to know that hasty 
and ill-considered State action might easily 
result in more herm than good. 

A GOOD: RECORD. | 

“The legislative and administrative 
achievements of the Government within recent 
years are familiar to the people. In housing, 
drainage, and improvement’ of roads we can 
display a record of work which will stand 
the most critical scrutiny. The legislation 
which has been enacted for the improvement 
of the agricultural industry is showing its re- 
sults in the prices of produce in the market. 
Work is proceeding in Carlow and in Lime- 
rick, which shows, and will continue to show, 
the falseness of the charge that no effort +s 
being made by the Government to effect an 
improvement in general economic conditions. 

“$ Reviewing our .progress from the time 
that the Provisional Government commenced 
to function in the Oity Hall [ cannot agree 
that our position is one which calls for any 
apology to Mr. Johnson, Mr, Belton, or Col.

THE CANDIDATE, 

Mr. T. -¥. Healy, the candidate, said that 
he had no desire for public life. as he had 
quite enough basiness of his own to look 
alter. Somebody asked him why he did not 
do it. Up to now he had been a success at 
business: he had never known failure. 
‘Cheers and groans.) They were not going 
to face tailure at this election: they were 
going to win it, 

He was a director of the pioneer omnibus 
company of Ireland, the company making 
all its own omnibus bodies in Dublin, and the 
pest frend the worker had was the man 
who found employment for him. (Applause.) 
His policy was, first of all, to stand by the 
recognised Government of the country; next. 
to find bread and butter for the people, and 
then develop industries, He was not afraid 
to uyention such developments as the Shannon 
scheme, the Barrow drainage, and the beet 
industry. Some people ‘said that they were 
too gigantic. They were not, and he thought 
that they had made a headline for the people 
across the water. 

The Chairman said that eighteen months 
ago they had a meeting there, at which the 
same mob of interrupters turned up, but at 
the polls those people got the greatest wallop- 
ing they had ever got, and they would get 
& greater beating this time. (Cheers.) 

MR. B. O'CONNOR, 

Mr. B. O'Connor, T.., said that nearly 
two years. ago he addressed an audience there, 
at which there were imported ruffians ‘o 
prevent free speech; but the answer they got 
t they were defeated by 
12,000. votes. (Cheera.) Mr. Healy had come 
there that nighi under almost the same con- 
ditions. “uey had the imported mob of 
interrupters, but the result would be the 
same.  (Cheers.) They would win right 
along the line, as they had been winning; it 
would be a triumph ror the Free State an 
its representatives. 

When he was addressing a meeting in 
North Mayo some time ago, he was in- 
terrupted, and he read an oath and asked 
them what was wrong with it. The reply 
came: '' Everything in wrong with it,” but 
the oath which he had read was Document 
No. 2. (Laughter. ) 

He was sure that Dublin would give a 
good account of itself at this election, as it 
always did, but he asked them all to come 
to the poll, and not 45 per cent., as was the 
case at the last election.

The Chairman said that within the past 
month two meetings &ad been held there— 
one addressed by Major Bryan Cooper and 
the other by Mr. de Valera—(A Voice— 
"“ President de Valera ”)—and there was no 
interruption by a mob. He thought that 
the citizens of Rathmines had as much right 
to hear their side of the case as they had the 
other side. (Noise.) He saw interrupters in 
that hall who had no vote, and who never 
would have a vote, in that constituency.

lt was the aim and ideal of the Government 
to help in every way possible the whole 
population of Ulster, to strive through diffi- 
cult times, and to enjoy the good times when 
they came, as they surely would come. 

the first storm he saw ahead was ore which, 
unfortunately, had existed for some time— 
unemployment.

WHY ROBERT BURNS IS 


IMMORTAL.

HIS LOVE AND SYMPATHY. 
# \iecture on Robert Burns was given in 
the Presbyterian Association Gymnasium 
Hall, Dublin, last night by Mr. J. Hubbard 
Clark. He said. that such celebrations of 
Burns's birth were the discharge of a duty, 
the payment, as it were, of a debt to departed 
genius, arfd should have a good result in a 
more general study cf the poet’s works. 
Burns’s descriptions of character have an 
interest and value in all lands where his 
works : e known; they are the delineations 
of the human mind, and therefore, secure a 
sympathy which is universal; the sentiments 
and feelings are intelligible to all. Burns is 
loved for his genial spirit, his sympathies 
with the poor and lowly, and the ardour 
with which he entered into their sports and 
pastimes. He is honoured because of his 
superiority to the frivolities of fashion and 
pretence, and for the self-reliant and high- 
minded independence of his every 
and action, which made him pursue the 
romptings of the nobility of his soul, regard 
bá of consequences. 

He is reverenced for that moral firmness 
which protecied him from everything that 
was mean, and would not suffer the kind 
ness of even friendship to interpose her aid, 
though he was steeped in the depths of 
poverty. 

The poetry of Burns has sunk so deeply 
into the hearts of all people that there is no 
doubt that if, by some extraordinary event, 
his writings were all destroyed; they could 
be reproduced from the memories of the 
people of Scotland. His heart went out, 
not only to human kind, but also to the 
dumb animals—dogs and cattle are mentioned 
time and again in his poems. The poet has 
struck deeper chords even than these. Like 
the Psalmist, he probed the great mysteries 
of life and death, and felt the challenge which 
the last dread hour brings to the warm fore- 
casts of human love. The insistent cry of 
the grief-laden soul for immortality is in his 
poem, “ To Mary in Heaven.” It is to his 
songs that Burns owes much of his 
popularity. Many of them are love songs. 
There never was a poet yet that did not 
worship women. '“ Be the greatest poet in 
any age, whatever be his power, the speaker 
said, “ cannot make love by himself: he must 
have a lassie to help him; and, from my 
very limited expérience, very good helps they 
are.” (Laughter.) 

Brrr has his seat among the immortals 
of the world’s literature. He is enthroned 
there because he sang, in spirit and in truth, 
the heaven-born message to all the world of 
the brotherhood of man. 

At intervals duting the lecture songs were 
contributed by members of the Presbyterian 
Association Choir, which included the Misses 
McKinnon, McInnes. McCrae, and Messrs. 
Bant--. McInnes and Clark. 

The Rev. R. K. Hanna proposed a vote of 
thanks to the lecturer, and it was passed with 
acclamation. The proceedings were concluded 
with the singing of “ Auld Lang Syne.

CATHOLICISM OR ? 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE LRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—lt is difficult, of course, to know 
when Father Ronald Knox wishes to be taken 
seriously, but as his lecture, reported in your 
issue of to-day, was not ** broadcasted,’’ may 
I venture a few words of serious reply at the 
risk of being told that 1 am únabie to see a 
joke’ 1 doubt, indeed, whether Father Knox 
would have seriously ventured on such state- 
meuts before an Knglish audience, to whom

I] must confess thai, on reading your report, 
L rubbed ny eves and wondered whether we 
Anglican Churchmen were of the religion 
which he professed to describe. ‘Lhe gist of 
his statements is that Protestantism ja con- 
venient term, to which we must, | suppose, 
submit, though it has lost its appropriateness) 
is drifting away from supernatural religion, 
rejecting the proofs of philosophy, criticism 
and history, and constructing a new theology 
on the basis ‘sixth sense religious 
intuition—relying on which. we shall. proceed 
to deny the right of any of the sciences to 
question our convictions. 

In other words, we who have sacrificed so 
much for the right of liberty of thought as 
against dictation of belief, who hold as firmly 
to the Nicene Creed as the Roman or Lastern 
who have virtually created the 
science of Biblical criticism, who pvrotessedly 
base our faith on that of the Gospels and the 
Karly Church, rejecting late: Roman develop- 
ments, who have been responsible to a large 
degree for the modern philosophical move- 
ments which have shown to the world and to 
at least one Maynooth professor, the inade- 
quacy of scholasticism—we are the modern 
obscurantists, we are those wno “ will allow 
no reasoning and no discussion’’; we are 
“ frightened of historical criticism ’’; we ‘‘ do 
like grounding our cause upon the 
Gospels.’’ Really, sir, one might be forgiven 
for wondering if Father Knox had ever had 
any knowledge of Anglicanism, had we not 
good reason to know the contrary.  —. 

How’ he- has arrived at the ridiculous 
“dream,” to use his own expression, of a new 
theology of Protestantism to be based on 
icligious intuition alone it is difficult to 
imagine. I am not aware that so absurd a 
proposal has been advocated or even suggested 
by any Protestant theologian of repute; and, 
if it were true, is it not more reasonable to 
construct a philosophy of intuition than to 
base certain cults on no other evidence? 

It is certainly correct to say that Anglo- 
Catholics have adopted Roman ritual and 
ceremonies; but it is most unfair to suggest, 
as Father Knox does, that their doing so is 
merely an imitation of Roman fashions. They 
are so far from disbelieving the supernatural 
that they go further in such belief than most 
of us are prepared to follow them, and adopt 
the forms because of what they signify. 

Again, according to Father Knox, Pro- 
testantism in its origin held faith to be not 
an act of the intellect but of the will, which 
allowed of no reasoning and no discussion. Í 
cannot find this even in the: early Pro- 
testant confessions, and it is certainly 
not a correct description of modern thought. 
The reformers and reformed councils 
insisted, it is true, that intellectual belief is 
not sufficient for salvation, but, as Bellarmin 
himself admitted, they held fiducia to be 
the essence of faith, which is very different 
from what Father Knox suggests, His latter 
words are, in fact, far more, applicable to the 
attitude of his own Church. 

The. lecture ‘is an example of propaganda 
which has become more frequent of late, and 
which ought not to be allowed to hold the 
ficld without some protest, as though it were 
unanswerable. deo ps its authors think 
that, after the lapse of nearly forty years, 
Salmon’s. ‘“‘Infallibility of the hurch, 
Asich has never received an adequate answer, 
and similar controversial masterpieces have 
beer forgotten. The tenor of such recent 
lectures has consisted mainly of variations 
on the theme that Protestantism 1s a spent 
force and Roman Catholicism the mm rally- 
ing ground for Christianity in its fight with 
Rationalism. “Is it not a bolder position tó

hold that Christianity can, and will ulti- 
mately, be shown to be entirely rational, and 
that meanwhile it is the duty of Christians 
to “prove all things ” while “ holding fast 
that which is good’’? The propaganda is 
occasioned by the difference of opinion at 
present apparent in the Anglican Communion, 
which, to an uninformed observer, might in- 
dicate inherent weakness, whereas it is more 
justly to be ascribed to an _ intensely 
awakened interest in religious problems, and 
a gallant desire to broaden our religious con- 
ceptions in the light of modern knowledge. 
The fundamentals of the faith are not aban- 
doned, though they seem to be questioned by 
a few Modernists, to whom our Church, with 
ils characteristic tolerance, accords a wide 
liberty of interpretation, in faith that their 
attitude, which, however unorthodox, is 
sincerely spiritual, may have some contribu- 
tien to make towards the development of 
Christian thought. Modernism, as Father 
Knox will remember, received its inspiration 
from members of his own communion, which 
might well, had its system. permitted, have 
exercised a wider charity in dealing with 
them. 

May 1, in conclusion, apologise for tres- 
passing so largely on your space? But as 
you have, quite maturally, given considerable 
publicity to Father Knox’s lecture, one may 
reasonably. be allowed to protest against a 
general attack on our system, which consists 
mainly of misrepresentations based on a few 
eccentric variations of Protestant thought, 
and quite uncharacteristic of the Anglican 
Communion as a whole.—Yours, etc.,

Sirn,—While Rome burned Nero fiddled. 
While Ireland burns so-called responsible 

ersons are dabbling in the revival of an old 
nreaae. Canada is surely, and at an amaz- 
ing pace, captufing the British live-stock 
trade, while we are suffering internal pains 
over Bre (Bray) and other ridiculously childish 
matters. There are greater things than name- 
changing for a country fresh in its independ- 
ence. 
Ireland's only salvation is her cattle trade 
with England. Canada is snatching that 
trade, duly encouraged by an England rather 
“fed up’ with the pin-pricks administered 
by an independent Ireland. The latter, we 
are told. is about to revive the railways and 
the tourist traffic by printing railway tickets 
in Irish. Of course that may do so. Still, 
we do not see Messrs. Siemens-Schuckert 
giving themselves an Irish name—and they are 
doing better out of Ireland.than her railways. 

As a very ordinary citizen, really anxious 
to see Ireland forge ahead, I cannot help 
thinking that we are verging on the back- 
ward or, at best, a rainbow trail. Those 
whom God wishes to destroy He first makes 
mad. ‘Till the Tower of Babel was built, we 
are told, the world possessed one language 
(presumably Irish), Then, to punish the 
builders, God split them up and gave them 
different languages. In Ireland we are rather 
fortunate in having a language common to 
many peoples. It is quite a respectable 
language—that is, as a rule. It is the only 
language at the moment by which we can 
hope to keep our heads above water. Yet to 

unish ourselves, to heap new intellectual 

urdens on our children, we yearn (or are 
told we do) to make Irish the one and only 
language in this country. 

I am not against Irish—very few are—but 
now is not the time to indulge in luxuries, 
and Irish will be a luxury for us for some 
time to come. Gaelic is spoken more freely 
in Scotland than Erse in Ireland, but there 
is no attethpt to force it on a reluctant people. 
The same may be said of Wales. It is utterly 
useless for us to try to gailop in Irish when 
we have all we can do to keep our feet in 
English. ! 

As regards trade and financial prospects, we 
are frankly very much “up against it.” We 
must suk give up dreaming if we are 


We have a fair chance if we take it; but we 
shall do no good if the country is wilfully 
strangled by a most difficult language at a 
time when things are far from bright. When 
we reach those smooth waters we all desire 
to be in, we can then turn our attention to 
Juxuries such as languages. At present every- 
one must do his best in the language he has 
got, or down he goes. 

Every country in Europe is cursed with 
expensive government. Once settled govern- 
ment was a promising affair; now it is a 
crushing burden. We cannot escape from 
governments, but we can from bunkum and 
idle dreams; and such escape is our one and 
only chance.—Yours, etc.,

THE IRISH VOLUNTEERS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Srr,—In the London Letter of your issue of 
the 23rd instant attention was drawn to the 
sale in London of an _  4Irish Volunteer 
standard. The standard sold was stated to 
be that of the Killarney Yeomanry Cavalry, 
probably in the Kerry Legion of 1779. Also 
it was stated that the Irish Volunteers were 
disbanded by Grattan. ‘lhe Irish Volunteers, 
raised from about 1776, and at the height 
of their glory between 1780 and 1785, were 
disbanded by Royal Proclamation dated 
March llth, 1793. 

The standard sold belonged to the Killarney 
Cavalry, raised in October, 1796, and dis- 
banded with the rest of the lrish yeomanry 
cavalry about 1816. The officers of the corps 
were Captain Viscount Kenmare and Lieu- 
tenants Daniel Cronin aud Daniel Mahony. 
The Killarney independent Light Horse, 
raised about 1779, was commanded by Sir 
Boyle Roche, with Daniel Cronin, Esq., as 
Lieutenant-Colonel, and the standard of this 
corps is now in England. It is of silk, red 
on one side and yellow on the other, both 
sides being embroidered with the harp and 
crown in the centre; above, on a _ scroll, 
Killarney Independent Light Horse," and 
below, ‘‘ Patria cara, carior libertas ’’—all 
within a wreath of shamrocks. 

Neither of these corps had anything to do 
with the Kerry Legion Cavalry, raised in 
1779, which was a separate company of 
Volunteers under its own officers.—Yours, 
etc , M. S. Dupiey WeEstTRoppP.

The preliminary returns of fish landed on 
the Irish Free State coast during 1925, as 
issued by the Minister for Fisheries, show 
that an improvement in the industry has 
taken place during the past year. ‘These re- 
turns of the quantities of the various kinds of 
se: fish landed are, of course, exclusive of 
salmon, trout, eel, and other fresh water fish. 
The values shown for the landings represent 
the price paid to the fisherman. ‘The figures 
are those trom the principal fishing ports. It 
must be borne in mind that there is also a 
very considerable quantity of fish landed on 
cur South and West coasts which is used for 
food by the local fishermen, the value or 
quantity of which cannot weli be determined.

The table above shows in all classes of fish 
an increase as regards quantity caught, but a 
decline in the prices realised. The average 
price per cwt. paid to the fishermen for all 
classes of fish landed in 1925 was 14s., as com- 
pared with 16s. 5d. for 1924. The greatest 
drop in values is shown in the case of prime 
fish, cod and plaice. Herring and macker=! 
remained fairly steady. 

HERRING AND MACKEREL. 

Our most important sea fisheries are those 
which deal with herring and mackerel. These 
fish visit our coasts at regular times every 
year, and their capture gives employment to 
a large number of part-time fishermen, as well 
as to the professional fishermen who follow 
the shoals with motor and steam vessels. The 
value of the herring and mackerel harvest to 
the fishermen last year was £195,900, as com- 
pared with £127,900 in 1924, while nearly 
150,000 cwt: more of fish were landed in 1925 
than in 1924. 

FRESH WATER FISHERIES. 

Up to the present no machinery exists for 
obtaining statistical returns of the yield and 
value of our salmon and eel fisheries. The 
only source of information available is as re- 

ards the value of salmon and eels exported 
Eas the Free State. This figure for the year 
1924 was £240,400, and in order to measure 
the total yield of our rivers we must add an 
estimate of the home consumption. It is con- 
sidered that the value of our fresh-water fish 
last year was well over £300,000. 

EXPORTS. 

The returns prepared by the statistical 
branch of the Department of Industry and 
Commerce give the valne of our fish exports 
for the year 1924 as £469,387. The figures 
for the ten months to October of 1925, which 
are the latest available, are £562,476.
